JoHNnsTown, Pa., June 5.—(|Special.|—The 
investigations of today have brought to light 
another horrible thing in connection with 
the Jonnstown disaster. Many of the people in 
Johnstown must have been smothered to death 
and many others must have died of starva- 
tion. The positions in which some of the 
bodies were found show that they were not 
drowned, and there are no evidences of 
crushing.

A TERRIBLE SITUATION. 
The holocaust here must have been awful 


—worse than any one has imagined. From 


the rate at which bodies have been discov- 
ered it seems as though there must have 
been nearly 1,000 people burned to death, 
crushed to death, or drowned here. The 
thought is appalling, for many of them 
must have known death 
proaching hours before the 
reached them. They must have 
the flames and felt the heat coming nearer 
and nearer to them, with no power of és- 
cape and no hope of rescue. Imagine the 
horror of such a situation. One party of 
men discovered a young woman in the débris 
of a house the flames had not reached, and 
worked frantically to save her. Her cries to 
them to hurry as the flames came nearer 
were piteous, but it was of no use. They 
did all they could, but she was pinned down, 
and they were finally forced back by the 
flames. When she saw that rescue was im- 
possible she became calmer, and as the last. 
man left she handed him her bandkerchief 
and said: ‘*Thank you.”’ 
THE WATER FORCED BACK BY THE BRIDGE. 

It is necessary to ascend the hill back of 
Johnstown to get a true idea of the action of 
the flood. It did not, as was first supposed, 
take the whole town at one fell swoop, for 
houses that would have gone first under 
those circumstances were not swept away 
until after those further down the river. 
The Conemaugh River makes a complete 
semicircle around Millsville, Johnstown 
proper being on the concave side. When 
the flood struck the beginning of the 
semicircle it swerved slightly and 
swept across the lower end of Johns- 
town to Stony Creek. There it 
struck the hill just above Cambria City and 
was thrown back. It swung around to the 
Pennsylvania bridge, surged back over a por- 
tion of Milisville and the uoper part of Johns- 
town, and was forced back up the Stony 
Creek Vailey several miles. The track of 
the flood as it swung around and was forced 
back is plainly visibie from the hill, and goes 
to show that if it had not been for the Penn- 
sylvania bridge the damage would have been 
considerably less, for the fiood would have 
swept on down the Conemaugh Valley at 
once instead of surging back over the upper 
part of Johnstown. This sweep back also ac- 
counts for the strange fact that a few houses 
are left near the centre of the city compara- 
tively unharmed. 

The view from the hill gives one a better 
idea of the devastation than anything else. 


’ Below hes Johnstown proper with only a few 


houses near the centre ana a Sew on the high 
ground behind. Wherever there is an open 
place huge bonfires are burning and men can 


be indistinctly seen walking around them. 
Great piles of ruins shoot up here and there 
in some places covering what were whole 
blocks. Down near the river there are noth- 
ing but mounds of sand to be seen with oc- 
casiovally arivulet running through. Beyond 
is the mile of débris piled up against the 
bridge, and the Camoria Iron Works, with 
hundreds of workmen busy carrying away 
and burning the débris.

But it all goes to show that there must 
have been people alive in the ruins of Johns- 
town after the flood had swept over, and 
there is no question that some of them would 
have been alive today had it been possible to 
get at them earitier.. It is now five full aays 
since the flood swept down the Conemaugh 
Valley and there is little doubt but some of 
the bodies taken out today had the breath of 
life in them two or three days ago. 

‘*]T am satisfied,’’ said one man, as he looked 
at the body of his wife, “ that she died from 
fright.”” It was a pleasanter thought than 
that she died of famine. It would be well if 
all who were penned in those awful ruins 
could have died of fright. 

A walk through Johnstown today showed 
better than ever before the vastness of the 
ruins. Hundreds of men have been working 
on them for days, and yet they have made no 
appreciable progress. There were little 
dents here ana there in the piles of débris, 
but nothing more to show for the time and 
labor. The portion of the town between the 
tents of the survivors was one big bonfire, 
the débris gathered being the fuel. The 
fire—or rather the series of fires, for there 
were a dozen of them—must have covered 
five or six blocks. Yetone could hardly see 
where the débris had been tukeéen away. 

Down near the river there were twoor 
three more fires and back beyond the houses 
yet standing there were fifteen or twenty. 
And with all this there seemed to be as 
much ruin as ever. 

Tne ruins of the Camopria Iron Works show 
the most progress. Ali the employés able to 
report for duty have been put at work there 
in addition to many others hired by the com- 
pany, and there is one clear spot where a few 
days ago débris was heaped twenty and 
thirty feet high. Cambria City proper has 
little left to clear away. Here the flood did 
most of the work itself, sweeping the ground 
clean. What littie it did leave has been dis- 
posed of. B 

The bonfire system today was put in force 
all along down he river, and the portion be- 
low Morrelisville is being rapidly cleared.

SCENES AMONG THE RUINS, 


Hundreds of People Searching for Traces 
of the Lost Ones. 

JounstTowN, Pa., June 5.—[Special. |—There 
were hundreds of peopie searching the ruins 
today, and one could not walk around witb- 
out witnessing the most piteous sights. 
Near the cextre of the city were three -per- 
sons pulling apart the débris as best they 
could. They were an elderly woman, a young 
woman. quite pretty, and a little girl, all 
dressed in mourning. A reporter stopped 
to watch them for a moment, when suddenly 
the little girl cried: **O, mamma, here’s 
something.” Both women hurried over as 
the child heid up a water-stained photograph 
album. ‘Yes, that’s ours,” cried the 
younger of the women as she feverishly 
seized it and began to turn the dirty and 
water-swollen leaves. All three sat down 
on an uprooted tree near by, and they went 
through the album, utterly regardless of the 
crowd that gathered. The younger one turned 
to the first picture in the album and carefully 
wiped the dirt away with her handkerchief. 
She iooked at it long and earnestly while the 
other two iooked over her shoulder. “I 
thought we had lost it,” she said, as the tears 
trickled down her fave, “‘and it was the only 


one I had.” There was no need to ask the 
story; it was told. 

A little further along two men were talk- 
ing. “I’m giad you came out well,” said 
one. “{ saw them all go.”’ 

“You saw them, John?” 

“Yes, I saw the house swing out into the 
stream. Something crashed against it and 
iu was powdered into kindling wood in & min- 
ute. They were crushed to death, I think.” 

One tall, slender old fellow with grizzled 
beard walked disconsolately about, and now 
and then sat down on some piece of refuse 
and hid his face inhis hands. ‘** You want to 
know my story?” he said. “It is briefly tola. 
We lived back there. I had been out Friday 
afternoon.and I heard the dam ‘had oroken. 
Il rushed back and told my wife. ‘ Nonsense,’ 
she said. *‘They’re always saying that.’ 
She said it was too muddy and wet to go 
out, but 1 told her to take the chil- 
dren and follow me, and started up the 
hill. After I had gone a little ways I turned 
and saw they were not coming. I started 


‘back, but just then the flood came. I saw it 


strike my house. It swayed a moment and 
then went with the torrent. Then I turned 
@way and saw no more.” . 

‘* Have you found the bodies?” 

The ola man’s eyes were wet as he looked 
up from his seat on a log and replied: * No. 
I think they are over there.”. He waved his 
hand in the direction of the jam at the 
bridge. 

G. T. Loman of Indiana had a narrow es- 
care. “When it first struck,” he said, “I 
was on the street. I was blinded; every- 
thing was black for a moment. Then the 
electric-light tower suddenly loomed up be- 
fore me and I saw a Jadder on the side of it. 
How I got up there I don’t know, but I found 
myself there later with one leg fractured. I 


did not.see the flood and have co recollec- 


tion of itexcept a sudden darkness and a 
realization that the tower was before me.”’ 
COMING OVER FROM ALTOONA. 

The first of the passengers blocked at 
Altoona, with the exception of the news- 
paper correspondents, got in today. Some of 
the latter drove 105 miies across the mount- 
ains to reach Johnstown, and those who 
came today had had a long drive. 

‘“*Pil teil you a peculiar imcident of the 
flood,’’ said one of them, *“ I met a peddiler on 
the way here and he told me that Friday 
afternoon he was walking up the railroad 
track toward South Fork when he was seized 
with a sudden thirst. He debated for a mo- 
ment as to whether he would climb up the 
side of the mountain to a farmhouse or push 
on up the track. He finally decided trying 
for the farmhouse, and had only got a little 
way up when the flood came.”’ 

‘* How is everything at Altoona?’ 

“Well, we were toid that.we were foolish 
to leave. The Pennsylvania Company is 
paying all expenses, and most of the people 
seem willing to stay there for the rest of 
their natural lives under those conditions.”’ 

One man was taking a bath. when the flood 
came. He escaped, but there 1s believed to 
be no chance to recover his clothes. 

Miss Clara Barton of Washington, the orig- 
inator of the Ked Cross Corps, is here, and 
has assumed charge of all female relief. 

The fantastic freaks of the flood were ap- 
parent at every point in Millville where the 
water had touched. Railroad tracks were 
torn and twisted into shapes as odd as the 
guarled trees they entwined. Tracks near 
the water’s edge were torn from the sleep- 
ers and bentin a remarkable way. In some 
portions of the Millville Railroad track the 
entire roadbed was washed away, while the 
rails were left in an arch above tne gap. In 
one place the tender of a locomotive had 
been. from Usgypngine and had 


been duried deep in the sand. At another | 


point a heavy coal car had been lifted off its 
trucks and thrown high on top ofa hill of 
débris. Machines were torn into curious 
forms; iron roofs were bent into queer de- 
signs, and many heavy boilers were thrown 
upon high embankments. ; 


THE ILL-FATED PASSENGER TRAIN. 


The Rev. J. A. Ranney Says That All Who 
Left the Train Were Drowned, 

Devpui, Ind., June 5.—[{Special.|—It -has 
been known for several days that the 
Rev. J. As Ranney and parents of Mrs. 
Ctaries Harly of this city were on one. of the 
ill-fated trains overtaken by the flood in Con- 
emaugh Valley and no tidings could be re- 
ceived from them. This afternoon’s train 
brought the Rey. Mr. Ranney to this place, 
worn out and broken-hearted. To a corre- 
spondent he said: ‘* Mrs. Ranney and I were 
on the train at Conemaugh when the flood 
came. The occupants of our car rushed 
for the door, where Mrs. Ranney and I be- 
came separated. She was one of the first to 
jump and I saw her run and disaprear be- 
hind the first houses in sight. Before I 
could get out the deluge was too high, ana 
with a number of others I remained in the 
car. Our car was lifted up and dashed 
against one loaded with stone and was badly 
wrecked, but most of the occupants were 
saved. As far as I know ail who 
jumped from the car lost their lives. 
The rest of the train was’ swept 
away. I searched for days for Mrs. Ranney 
and could find notrace of her. 1 think she 
perished. | 

“ The mind cannot conceive the awful sight 
presented when we first saw the danger. 
The approaching wallof water looked like 
Niagara, and huge engines were caught up 
and whirled away as if tney were wheel- 
barrows.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. Ranney states that no reliabil- 
itv can be placed in the telegrams sent out. 
Word was received hére this morning that 
he and his wife were safe in the Logan 
House at Altoona, when in fact they were at 
no time at that place. 

The Rey. Mr. Ranney was for several years 
pastor of the Presbyterian church here, but 
is at present in charge of achurch at Kala- 
mazoo, Mich.

CLEARING AWAY THE WRECK, 


It Will Take 10,000 Men Thirty Days to 
Ciear the Ground. 

Jounstown, Pa. June 5.—Where Johns- 
town’s principal stores stood last Friday are 
now pitched 1,000 tents, and before tomorrow 
night this number will probably be doubled. 
Under this shelter are accommodated the 
members of the militia and the thousands of 
workmen who are trying to clear the streets 
of this wrecked city. Over 5,000 men are 
thus employed in Johnstown proper, about 
1.500 of these being the regular street hands 
hired by Contractors Booth and Fiynn of 
Pittsourg, the others being volunteers. 

Wilham Flynn arrived in the wrecked city 
this morning and at once took charge of the 
army of laborers. In an interview he told 
of the work that has to be done, and the 
contractors’ estimates show more than any- 
thing the chaotic cordition of this city. 

“It will take 10,000 men thirty days to 
clear the ground so that the streets will be 
passable and the work of rebuilding can be 
commeuced,”’ said he, ** and I am at a loss to 
know how the work is to be done. This en- 
thusiasm will soon die out and the volun- 
teers will want to return home. It wouid 
take all summer for/my men alone to do what 
work is necessary. Steps must be taken and 
at once to furnish gangs of workmen, and 
tomorrow Ishali send a communicauon to 
the Pittsburg Cnamber of Commerce asking 
the different manufacturers of the Qhio 


Valley to take turns for a month or so in fur- ' 


nishing relays of workmen. I shall ask that 
each establisument stop work for a week ut 
atime and send a)! hands in the charge of a 
foreman and timekeeper. We will board 
and care for them here. These gangs snould 
come for a week ata time, as no organiza- 
tion can be effected if workmen arrive and 
leave when they please.”

The volunteers are doing noble work. 
Nearly every town in Western Pennsylvania 
is represented by from ten to a hundred men, 
and many towns in Ohio and New York have 
also furnished iaborers. These volunteers 
are working with a will, but before the end 
of a week they will want to return’ home. 
Men who come here will be paid $2 a day and 
board. 

All the laborers who have been toiling 
with the wreckage are quartered tonight, 
some in barns, others in the tents above re- 
ferred to. .It was like a scene from army hfe 
when supper was ready, and the long pine 
tables were crowded with men. Stoves were 
erected out in the open, and coal fires heated 
the galions of coffee. This beverage. was 
heated in large washboilers, and for one gang 
ot men seven boilers full were used in a half 
hour. Coffee, bread, and cheese were the fare 
tonight, but more substantial rations will be 
given out tomorrow. As the darkness drew 
a veil over the scene the valley became quiet, 
the only noise being the occasional challenge 
of a militiaman as he bade some belated indi- 
vidual obey the orders of the Sheriff and 
leave the city of the dead. Johnstown is un- 
der martial law and laborers only are 
wanted. 

OVERZEALOUS MILITIAMEN. 


Some overzealous loca! military men causéd 


considerabie excitement near the Morrell In- 
stitute in Johnstown prover this morning by 
their outrageous conduct. Some men em- 
plovea by J. S. Chetteil, a local contractor, 
Were put to work at rescuing bodies 
shortly after daylight. Two of the 
home soldiers were patrolling the place, and 
when they saw the men at work they told 
them that they would have to stop opera- 
tions immediately. This the men refused 
to do, saying that they had been em- 
ployed by the Citizens’ Commitiee to 
do the work. The soldiers gave them 
one minute to get away from the 
place, and as they were in no hurry to obey 
the guards fired two shots, but did: not suc- 
ceed in hitting the workmen, who started on 
arun to Gen. Hastings’ headquarters. No 
one was there at the time, but the matter 
was reported to the General, and he stated 
that the shooters wouid be court-martialed 
immediately if caught. 


SOME OF THE NARROW ESCAPES, 


Young Children Emerge from the Flood 
Unharmed, While Parents Are Lost. 

JoHNsTowN, Pa., June 5.—[Special. |—Every 
house in Prospect Hill and Peelerville is 
sheltering from three to a dozen sufferers by 
the flood. Nearly every one of them has a 
story to relate of a wonderful escape from a 
violent death in the flood. 

David Williams, his daughter Alice, and 
Mary McFolz, a 9-year-old girl, were in a 
house near the railroad station when the 
water from the reservoir struck the town. 
Tney were carried away in the garret of 
the house, and after some trouble succeeded 
in getting to the. roof. This was soon 
splintered by heavy logs and trees and Mary 
jumped ten feet and landed on another roof. 
That, too; gave Way, and she caught some 
telegraph wires within reach and lay there 
exhausted. When the telegraph poles began 
failing and the wires going down she tried 
to get on another roof, put. she became ¢én- 
tangled in the wires and it was only after 
great difficulty that she succeeded in grasp- 
ing a heavy log. On this she was carried to 
the Camopria rolling-mill and from there land- 
ed on an embankment, where she was found 
Saturday morning. Her hands were badly 
hurt and her body considerably bruised, but 
she is now allright. What became of her 
companions she does not know. 

Tommy Brown, a little 14-year-old young- 
ster, his mother, brother, and the 6-weeks- 
old baby were in the upper floor of their 
house when the crash came. After many ef- 
forts the lad succeeded in getting the family 
on the roof and they tore down the stream 
with the current. The roof was parted 
in a tew minutes and Tommy saw his 
sick mother and brother go down in the 
water. He mude an effort to save them, Dut 
they were too far out, and he was compsiied 
to turn his attention to the babe. The pair 
floated to the mills in Millville, where they 
landed on s heap of débris. They were not 
found till Saturday afternoon. Their condi- 
tion was trightful. They were nearly 
starved to death. Both its eyes were com- 
pletely closed with mud, as were those of lit- 
tle Tommy, and both were completely cov- 
ered with bruises. Both, however, wiil live. 

MR. RECK’S EXPERIENCE. 

Confectioner Alexander Reck ana wife 
and two children occupied a house on Wash- 
ington street. ‘the family kept moving up- 
ward as the freshet that preceded the burst- 
ing of the reservoir increased, till finally they 
had to seek safety on the roof. Mrs. Reck 
fainted, and as she was heavy her husband 
had to let her go to save the children. The 
moment he withdrew his attention from his 
wife there was a sudden lurch, and his 
wife was washed off the roof. In ais 
efforts to catch her Mr. Reck let the children 
slip away and he was carried along by tne 
current unable to rescue any of his family. 
He was struck by an iron pin while being 
whirled towards Kernvilie, where he was 
rescued. Blood poisoning bas set in from his 
wound and he is now dangerously ill. His 
baby was found alive several miles away, 
but the other child and. the mother have not 
been heard of. 

Mrs. Worthington, her husband, and 
three children lived near the bridge in Jobns- 
town. The husband was separated from 
his wife and children and managed to 
escape. His wife was afterwards found sev- 
eral miles down the river lodged in a tree 
with a child clasped in her arms. 

Thomas Williams was also separated from 
his wife and child and managed to escape 
death. He found his wife’s body near the 
Cambria Works, hauled her to Grand View. 
Cemetery himself, and buried her. 

Curtis Williams and his wife were carried 
on top of their roof from Woodvale® Their 
house struck the Catholic church in Jobns- 
town and they chmbed to te roof of that 
editice. They remained there until the build- 
ing took fire, when tney made thelr way from 
roof to roof to the hill back of Johnstown. 

James A. McMillains, his wife, and eight 
children, the youngest of which is 10 months 
old, were in their house on Lincoln street in 


Jobustown. The family was in the attic 


when the flood came. Each of the large 
children grasped a smaller one, and the fam- 
ily got to the roof. The jam of houses made 


it possible for them to walk from roof to 


roof until they reached the Morrell Kduca- 
tional Institute, where they staid till next 
day. They suffered greatly from hunger. 
One of the children kept tne baby alive by 
moistening its lips with his finger, which he 
from time to time dipped in the water. The 
busband was out of town on business and 
escaped the flood. 

Miss Kate Price was clerking in a store in 
Johnstown. She went home when the water 
began to rise. Somebody brought the news 
to ber father that her body had been found, 
and that her name marked the grave. There 
18 nO doubt that a great number of mistakes 


of this kind were made. 


INSURANCE AGENTS ON THE GROUND. 


A Hundred of Them at Johnstown in the 
Interests of Various Companies. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 5.—One of the feat- 
ures of the day was the arrival of a large 
number of hfe and accident insurance agents. 
Fully 100 of them arrived and they are hard 
at work looking up the victims who were 
insured in the different companies.  Lit- 
tle information can be procured yet, 
as there . is really no official 
list of the identified dead, and even if there 
were there are too many people who cannot 
be identified, so that there is little or no hope 
of the insurance agents getting anything like 
a complete tist. Anotner feature in the 
arrivals today is the number of professional 
and amateur photographers who have put in 
&n appearance. On every hillside and at 
places among the ruins cameras can be seen 
in abundance. 

A gray-haired woman was among the ap- 
plicants for clothing at the distributing 
depot at the Pennsylvania Railroad station 
this morning. An outfit was made up and 
given her, but after examining the dress she 
reapproached the agent in charge and asked 
if he would exchange it fora black one. “I 
have lost all my family,” she added, by way 
of apology, as the tears streamed down her 
wrinkled face, ‘“‘ and would hke a black dress 
if I could get one. My husband and four 
children are in that awful pile by the stone 
bridge, and I am alone now.’’ A black dress 
was fourd for her. 

Dr. J. J. Buchanan desires that all surviv- 
ors of the flood whe have not registered as 
being alive will do so at once. 


HUNDREDS OF FUNERAL PROCESSIONS 


Few Mourners Follow the Many Corpses to 
the Burial Places. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 5.—Early this morn- 
ing huadreds.of funeral processions were to 
be seen. There were no hearses, few mourn- 
ers, and as little solemnity as formality. 
The majority of the coffins were of rougn 
pine. The pali-bearers were strong farmers’ 
teams, and instead of six pall-bearers to one 
coffin there were generally six coffins to one 
team. Silently the processions moved, and 


silently they unloaded their burdens in the 


lap of mother earth. No minister of God 
wus there to pronounce a last blessing as the 
clods rattled down, except a few faithful 
priests who had followed some mangled rep- 
resentatives of their faith to the grave. 

All day long the corpses were being buried. 
The unidentified bodies were grouped on a 
high hill west of: the doomed city, where one 


epitaph must do for all, and that the word 


“Unknown.” There are hundreds of these 
graves already, and each day will increase 
the proportion. The possibility of identifica- 
tion diminishes every hour. Fires are raging 
over the graves of hundreds, and the partial 
cremation of many bodies is mevitable. =" - 


Almost every stroke of the pick in some 


portions of the city today resulted in the dis- 
covery of another victim, and although the 
funerals of the morning relieved the morgues 
ot their crush before night they were as full 
of the dead as ever. 


BREAD BETTER THAN RESOLUTIONS. 


Money and Provisions Still Badly Needed 


in the Stricken City. ' 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 5.— Notwithstanding 
the fact that nearly every prominent city in 
the United States 1s raising funds for the re- 
lief of the Conemaugh sufferers, the wants 
of the homeless and afflicted are far 
from being supplied. At the various relief 
stations today the crowd of applicants was 
continuous from morning till night, and 
many of the needy were forced to waitin 
line for hours before their turn came and 
their little portion was ailotted to them. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars must pour 
into this stricken valley if 
suffering and privation are to be avoided. 
Thousands of people are homeless and in 
these devastated homes thousands also lost 
their all. Labor and manufacturing of 
nearly every kind is at a standstill in the 
valley and weeks or months must elapse be- 
fore the Cambria Iron Works and other in- 
dustrial institutions can possibly resume and 
give employment to the thousands that de- 
pend upon them for support. Even at the 
present time there are hundreds of hungry 
people in the Conemaugh Valley who have 
no certainty of a breakfast tomorrow. Yet 
the country seems impressed with the 
idea that their every want is being 
supplied and that physical’ suffering 
is at an end. Telegraphic expressions of 
commiseration are pouring in from every 
city and borough throughout the broad land, 
but substantial evidences of sympathy are 
sadiy wanting. Is it possible that while peo- 
ple read, wonder, and pity every man ex- 
pects his neighbor to give or thinks that ere 
his donation would arrive in the valley act- 
ual necessity would be atanend? The Mayor 


of Johnstown today received by cable a copy | 


of resolutions adopted at a pubiic meeting 
today in Paris, France, The warm-hearted 
Parisians express their deep sympathy with 
the homeless and afflicted of the Conemauzh 
Valley, and state that subscriptions have 
been opened in various quarters of the Re- 
public for tne relief of their American neigh- 


bors. 
NO RECOKDS OF THE DEAD. 


It Will Never Be Possible to Give a Full List 
of the Victims. 

JounstTown, Pa., June 5.—[Special.]—There 
will never be any complete record of the num- 
ber of bodies found, because no record has 
been kept. A record of al! those identified can 
be had, but when one asks at any of tne 
numerous morgues, ‘** How many bodies have 
you had here altogether?” tnere is some hes- 
itation,.and then the answer generally is: 
‘Well, wecan’t say exactiy. Probably about 
500.”” The tact is that there was so much con- 
fusion at first that no thought was taken in 
this regard. Bodies were brought in and 
if not identified within a certain length of 
time they were taken away and buried. 
Lately there has been a littie more system 
to it, but today there is no one in 
Johnstown who can tell how many 
bodies have been buried nor how many 
have been recovered. Wherever bodies 
have been taken out too badly mutilated for 
recognition it has been the custom to put 
them in coffins and inter them immediately. 
When bodies are being found for miles 
and miles down the riyer it will be 
seen that this system is not conducive to an 
accurate record of the number found. 

The morgues are scattered along for over 
ten miles down the river, one of the largest 
being at Nineveh, nine miJes below Johns- 
town. The school-house morgue in Jobns- 
town proper, however, is one of 
the largest today. It is _situ- 
ated on the hill a little back of the 
portion of the city that was swept by the 
flood. The little chairs and dess are still 
there, but over them to the right and left are 
laid pine boards and on these rest the 
bodies of the victims. Most of them are

faces showing, but those 
Show that many came to their deaths by tne 
crushing in- of houses rather than 
by drowning. There was no one 
face in the morgue but had a 


.bruise on it. On the breast of each 


lay a piece of a shingle inscribed with the 
general appearance of tthe person. One 
read: “ A woman, light complexion, with 
dark hair.” This inscripnon was but a sam- 
ple of them all. In one place lay a woman 
and her two children side by side, all of them 
terribly bruised. ‘ 

The schoolroom on the other side contained 
the coffined bodies, ali labeled, and a man 
stood there to tell whether the body asked | 
for was in one of the coffins. 

Two hundred bodies were recovered from — 
the ruins today. Some were identified, but 
the great majority were not. 

| THE DSATH LIST,. 

It becomes more and more apparent that 
the death list will be more than 5,000, and 
the general impression among the physicians, 
undertakers, and morgue attendants is that 
the victims will number between 8,000 
and 12,000. The deeper the wreck 
drifts are penetrated the greater the number 
discovered. On Franklin street thirteen 
were found in a cluster today, and a few 
minutes afterwards twelve more were found. 
Dr. Benjamin Lee of the Pennsylvania 
State Board of Health was today asked 
what in his opinion were the pros- 
pects of an epidemic in the Conemaugh 
Valley. He said: “God only knows; no man 
living can tell what will come out of those 
piles of drift and wreckage., Today we start- 
ed a portion of our corps of sanitary inspect- 
ors into the thick of the débris, and in a little 
while the bodies of fifty dead animals, most- 
ly horses, had been removed and 
hauled away for burial. I have to 
day ordered the Surgeon General at 
Washington to forward unlimited quantities 
of disinfectants to Johnstown, and [ have 
just received a message stating that évery 
pound of it he could procure in Washington 
was on the way by tast freight. There is 
more promised from up the mountain and I 
hope to be able to have the whole city forti- 
fied inside of a few days,” 

A house-to-house canvass was ordered by 
the sanitary authorities today and its revela- 
tions as far as it went were startling in the 
extreme. Dr. P. M. Carrington of the United 
States Marine Hospital, who has come - 
to assist Dr.’ Lee, estimates that there 
are at least 100 well defined cases 
of pneumonia in Johnstown today. He 


ascribes its growimg prevalence to crowded 


rooms, damp cellars, and exposure. The 

cold drizzle that fell intermittingly today 

adds to the gravity of the situa 

tion. It was found that many 

families had not availed themselves of the 

opportunities of procuring warm clothing 

from the free supply stands, and some were 

not aware that such institutions existed. 
They were instructed where to go for the 

garments they needed. They were urged to 

keep fires going continuously. As soon as. 
fire-engines car be procured they will be put 

to work pumping water out of the cellars. 

But the greatest of all the sanitary prot- 
lems confronting Johnstown is how to get 
the dead bodies out of the river bed and dé- 
bris before disease has followed their decom- 
position.

A VOICE FROM THE DEAD. 


A Man at Ripley, O., Finds in the River a 

Bottle Containing a Pathetic Meseage. 

Rrptey, O., June 5.—[Special.]}—Township 
Clerk William R. Sly made a curious find to- 
day while watching the wreckage from the 
Johnstown horror go down the river. He 
was standing on a raft of logs when he saw 
an airtight bottle go floating by. With some 
labor the bottle was captured, and when 
opened there was found a ieaf torn hastily 
from a note boox, containing the following: 

My name 1s Charles Wilson. I arm in the water 
and will be drowned. The finder will write my 
brother-in-law, Frank E. Holliday, Ironton, O. * 

This was written in pencil] on a paper two 
inches square. The first part of the writing 
was plain, but the latter part was indistinct,

For 
a distance of three miles below here 
four miles of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad tracks are destroyed, with bridges

Railroad communication with Altoona on 
the west will be opened on a single track by 
tomorrow. 

From here to the junction of the Juniata 
and Susquehanna Rivers the sweep of the 
flood extended, filling this once beautiful 
valley with desolation and ruin.

AID FROM AMERICANS ABROAD. 


Sympathetic Resolutions Adopted by the 

American Colony in Paris. 

Paris, June 5.—A meeting of Americans 
was held today at the United States Lega- 
tion, on acailin the morning papers by Mr. 
Whitelaw Reid, the American Minister, to 
express the sympathy of the Americans in 
Paris with the sufferers by tne Johnstown 
calamity. In spite of the short notice the 
rooms of the legation were densely packed, 
and many went away unableto gain admit- 
tance. Mr. Reid was called to the chair, and 
Mr. Ernest Lambert was appointed Secretary. 
The following resolutions were offered by 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie anda seconded by Mr. 


James N. Otis: 


Resotved, That we send across the Atlantic to 
our brethren overwhelmed by the appalling dis- 
aster at Johnstown our most profoundand heart- 
felt sympathies. Over their lost ones we mourn 
with them, and in every pang of all their misery 
we have our part. 

Resolved,,Thatas American citizens we con- 
gratulate them upon and thank them for the 
numerous acts of noble heroism displayed under 
circumstances calculatéd to unnerve the bravest. 
Especially do we admire them for the capacity 
shown for local self-government. upon which the 


ices as Chairman of this meeting. 

Resolved, That acopy of these resolutions be 
forwarded at once by telegraph to the Mayors of 
Johnstown, Pittsburg, and Philadelphia. 

Brief and touching speeches were made by 
Gen. Layton, late United States Minister 
to Austria; Abram 8S. Hewitt, and others. 
The resolutions were then unaoimously 
adopted and a committee was appointed to 
receive subscriptions. About $2,000 was sub- 
scribed on the spot. The American bankers 
all agreed to open subscriptions at their 
banking houses. ‘“ Buffalo Bill’? subscribed 
the entire receipts of one entertainment to 
be given under tne auspices of the committee. 
Besides those already named there were 
present: Benjamin Brewster, Louis von Hoff- 
man, Charles A. Pratt, Lloyd Bryce, Ctarles 
Dinsmore, Edward Tuck, Prof. Chandier, 
Rev. Dr. Stoddard, and others from New 
York: Col: Otis Ritchie of Boston, Gen. 
Franklin and Assistant Commissioner Tuck, 
George W. Alien of St. Louis, Consul Gen- 
eral Rathbone, and a large number of the 
American colony in Paris. It was the largest 
and most earnest meeting of Americans in 
Paris held for many years. 

The Inman Line steamer City of New 
York arrived at Queenstown this evening. 
She had on board 536 American passengers, 
many of whom came from Pittsburg. A 
most affecting scene was witnessed when 
they read the newspapers containing uc- 
counts of the awful disaster in Pennsylvania. 
Papers were purchased at the rate of one 
shiiting each.

The Rev. Dr. Thomas delivered a tenderly- 
worded address, in which he said the news- 
papers by their vivid descriptions of the dis- 
aster had brought the people of America near 
sympathetically to the sufferers of Johns 
town. ‘This was one of the pleasant features 
of this age of rapid travel and quick commu- 
nication, and the worid rejoiced with those.

' Mississippi, when, by the tickings of the 


telegraph the breathing of the stricken ones 
could almost be heard and their pulse count- 
ed.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE DISASTER. 

The waters at Johnstown have receded. 
Communication with the outside world has 
been restored and the country has come to 
its relief. Atl that can be done for the pres- 
entis tocount and bury the dead, ana, if 
there be energy enough left among that ter- 
ribly afflicted people, to rebuild their homes 
and places of industry, which they may now 
do with safety, for the menace which has 
overhung them so long, far up on the mount- 
ains, no longer exists. The mountain tor- 
rents on the Aliegheny watershed are no 
longer restrained by man from natyre’s chan- 
nels. 

In the presence of so great a calamity it is 
but nataral that curiosity to know the cause, 
eagerness to establish responsibility, and in- 
digpation at apparent negligence should 
quickly follow the public sympathy. It is as 
yet too early to fix that responsibility, but 
there are certain data which are well known. 
The South Fork Lake was originally a feeder 
for the Peansyivania Canal ana naturally 
had ample outlets. When it ceased to be 
used for that purpose’ it was purchased 
by a syndicate of wealthy men for 
pleasure purposes. They raised it far 
above its former level and increused its 
area by purchasing grounds, and then 
enlarged the dam which restrained its waters 
by adding along section and raising its hight. 
There is at present a conflict of statement as 
to its material. One authority says it was 
made of solid masonry; another that the em- 
bankments were principally shale and clay, 
and that in the new work leaks were fre- 
quently stopped with straw. Be this as it 
may, itis evident that the dam was not strong 
enough to resist the pressure of the water. 
It was about 110 feet in hight, nearly 1,000 
feet wide, ninety feet thick at the base, and 
twenty feet at the top. Behind it was a lake 
in ordinary times tbree and a half miles long, 
a mile wide, and from seventy-five to 100 feet 
deep. There is no reason to believe that 
there was a cloudburst or any unusual con- 
vulsion of nature. The steady and heavy 
downpour of rain had swelled all the httle 
mountain brooks which fed it into torrents. 
The weir at one end of the dam and the 
sluiceway which was opened at the other 
had no effect. The lake steadily rose that 
fatalday. By noon it was flowing over the 
crest of the dam. In an hour’s time its en- 
tire middle section, where the pressure was 
strongest, gave way; in one hour more South 
Fork Lake was a lake of mud with a little 
stream trickling through its centre. Its 60,- 
000,000 tons of water had made its fatal 
plunge, carrying death and destruction be- 
fore it. } 

Experts may figure this way or that. En- 
gineers may defend or condemn the structure 
of the dam. The grim results in the valley 
proclaim that that reservoir, three hundred 
feet above it, wa3 a constant menace. There 
came atime when it was not able to stand 
the pressure. If it had not been considered 
unsafe the people in the valley beiow would 
not have been warned so frequently. In the 
frequency of these warnings probably was 
their greatest danger, for thev had been so 
accustomed to them that at last they ignored 
them. That is only human nature. They 
certainly were responsible to a certain” ex- 
tent for their owao negligence and indiffer- 
ence, but this does not lessen the responsi- 
bility of the men who for their own pleasure 
maintained an artificial lake of great extent 
and held it in bounds with a dam which they 
ought to have known could not withstand an 
extraordinary pressure. Itis a terrible les- 
son to the dwellers in valleys in many an- 
other manufacturing region with huge reser- 
voirs above them, liabie at any time to give 
way when the pressure becomes too strong 
for them to withstand. 


THE MURDERERS OF CRONIN. 

The testimony taken before tne Coroner’s 
jury in the Cronin case yesterday was full of 
interest, and it is becoming apparent that 
the labors of the intelligent body of men 
comprising the jury will soon bear fruit. 
The half-hearted, inefficient, and more or 
less treacherous investigation by the police 
shows up in all the worse light as contrasted 
with the way in which Coroner Hertz and his 
assistants are going into the heart of mat- 
ters. 

Among the witnesses yesterday was P. 
McGarry, one of the intimate friends of Cro- 
nin, who repeated statements made to him by 
the dead man concerning his fears of assas- 
sination and the quarter from which he be- 
lieved the death blow would come. Cronin 
was convinced that the charges made by him 
against the triangle of having used for their 
own purposes the funds of Irish societies to 
the amount of nearly haif a milnon dollars 
and of betraying to the English authorities 
men sent over to work with dynamite would 
result in his *“* removal’’ sooner or later. He 
told his friend how about.a year ago he had 
been lured to a house on pretense of looking 
after a sick man, and on arriving there had 
found six men from whose murderous looks 
he inferred the intention to kill him, but his 
rapid devarture frustrated their designs, if 
they had any. | 

The same witness also testified that Jobn 
F. Beggs, who is the Senior Guardian of 
Camp 20—or 96 as it used to be called—the 
one that is believed to have ordered the *‘ re- 
moval” of Cronin, had said in his presence 
that “be was for union and unity amongst 
‘*the Irish, if it took war to make it.” He 
accompanied these remarks with an enthusi- 
astic defense of Alexander Sullivan. Beggs 
also stated in the presence of the witness 
that Coughlin, the detective, and Pat Sulli- 
van, the iceman, were members of Camp 20, 
which is sob evidence of their connection 


with that body which is believed to have so 4 


much to do with the Cronin murder. 

Assuming that that organization did order 
the “removal” of Cronin, or take action of 
any kind which incited others to do it, the 
members shouid bear in mind tne Conspiracy 
law as defined by the Circutt and Supreme 
Courts in the Anarchists’ cass, and as it 
stands now on the statuts books: 


If two or more persons shal! conspire t 
Unlawful act dangerousin its abeoter ages 
man life. orif its accomplishment will necessa- 
rily or probably require the use. of force or vio- 
lence which may resultin the taking of human 
life, every party tosuch conspiracy shali be held 
abornig liabie for capers: offense any one or 

$ co-conspirators shall - 
therance of the ceurines design. wom: amd 


It woulda be the part of wisdom for those 
who, without quite realizing the gravity of 
the offense they were committing, became 
entangled in this conspiracy against Dr. 
Cronin to tell the authorities with prompt- 
ness all they know, else they may find them- 
selves figuring in the part of defendants in- 
Stead of witnesses. It is becoming more ana 
more apparent that there were many persons 
in this plot, and for that reason if for no 
other the patient work of the Coroner’s jury

will before long reveal the offenders, includ- 
ing the men who dealt the fatal blows and 


those who egged them on. . 


THE LABOR QUESTION IN ALABAMA. 

Under the auspices of the Southern Inter- 
State Immigration Committee there met re 
cently at Montgomery, Aia., a convention of 
100 able-bodied and physically indolent white 
men to devise ways and means for tilling the 
farms in that State. The session opened 
with prayer, the chaplain complaining to the 
Almighty that “ the plow stands still in the 
field of promise and briers cumber the gar- 
den of beauty,” and beseeching Him to send 
them immigration and “to conduct those 
who are exposed to the chilling winds of 
frozen regions to this favored land, where 
summer sings and never dies,” and closing 
with other flowery and equally futile appeals 
for help, recalling the fable of the wagoner 
who cried to Jove for help when his wagon 
was in the mud and was advised by that 
aeity to put. his own shoulders to the wheel. 
The prayer was followed by discussion ofa 
yacue sort, Which traversed every sugges- 
tion but the right one bearing upon the rea- 
sons for the decadent conditions of Ala- 
bama’s farming industry. It did not occur 
to any of these Southern gentlemen that the 
negroes are the natural tillers of the soil in 
that warm climate; that no other class can 
do the work so well as they; and that if 


they were encouraged to labor by apy hope 


of reward, if they were allowed the rights 
of citizens, if they were paid fair wages even, 
the Alabama farms would not be in their 
present condition. 

The problem stands thus: The white 
“pentlemen,” who want to live without 
work off the toil of others, will not hire the 
blacks at fair wages or encourage them to 
obtain and work land of their own; on the 
other hand, ali through the discussions there 
was manifest an intention todrive the blacks 
outof the State. The white ‘‘ gentlemen” 
want to get the biacks off the farms and will 
not work themselves. In this emergency 
they are praying for immigration. In their 
discussions they rang the changes upon the 
farming colony of Cullman with its fruitful 
vineyards, wheat fields, and smiling pastures 
—a colony organized in 1873 oy Germans, 
who during the last few years have wrought 
this magicai transformation on what is the 
poorest and thinnest soil in Alabama, and 
all this without black labor. What has been 
done at Cullman they are confident can be 
done elsewhere in the State if more Germans 


‘or other white immigrants would only go 


there and work for a dollar a day and prac- 
tice rigid economy. It never occurred to 
these white “gentlemen” who are 80 Tro- 
bust, each ot them in his own estima- 
tion being the equivalent of three or 
toar Northern mudsiils, and who are 
afraid ot soiling their lily-white nands, that 
if they would go to work themselves, if they 
would take up the shovel and the hoe, do the 
planting, cultivating, weeding, and harvest- 
ing, and accustom themselves to work their 
lands as industriouslv as these Germans do, 
they would hot be dependent upon black 
labor. The whole troubie in Alabama and 
the other cotton States is the laziness of the 
whites and their determinauon to live off 
the toil of others. It is part and parcel of 
tne oid heredity of slavery, and until that 
policy is changed Alabama farms will con- 
tinue going to decay. White immigrants are 
not likely to be attracted by such conditons. 
The remedy wili be found when the lazy 
whites go to work ana puil up “the briers 
that are cumbering the garden of beauty.” 


THE TWELVE MUST BE OF ONE MIND. 
A disagreement of a jury in some important 
civilcase is generally followed by sugges- 


tions that unanimity on the part of the jury 


be no longer insisted on, and that the finding 


j of amajority or two-thirds of the twelve 


shall govern. -One of the latest advocates of 
such achange is the Hon. Thomas Ewing, 
now of New York, but formerly of Ohio, 
who, in addressing the graduating class of 
the University Law School of New York re- 
cently, said: : 


An obviously needed reform is the abolition of 
the requirement of the unanimity of a jury in 
civil cases. The present system has neither rea- 
son nor experience to support it. It tends to 
bring the jury system into contempt. 


There is so much conservatism in legal 
methods that it is not likely that the require- 
ment of unanimity will be dispensed’ with. 
In the opinion of many it would be a step in 
the wrong, not the right direcuon. There is 
much weight to the assertion that the need 
of agreement leads to a more thorough con- 
sideration of a case, especially when it is one 
which has doubtful points. At present, if 
one ortwo men stand out their colleagues 
argue and discuss the matter with them at 
great length, hoping to win them over. Some- 
times they succeed, nut it has sometimes 
happened that they themselves have been 
converted. Were the majority ruie to pre- 
vail, eight men of one way of thinking woulda 
never stop to argue with four who were of a 
different mind, but would insist on an imme- 
diate vote, so that tney might get through 
with the case and go about their business. 

It is some such course of reasoning as this 
which recently led a prominent English 
Judge to say: 

My own opinion is that trial by jury has both 
merits and defects, but that the unanimity re- 
quired of the jurors is essential to it. If that is 


to be given up, the institution itself should be 
abolisned. 


Unanimity means deliberation, discussion, 
refiection. The absence of it means a hasty 
judgment without an exchange of views or a 
weighing of the points raised by the minority. 


AN ABSURD EX-REBEL CONTENTION. 

In supporting its absurd contention that 
all the powers of the Federal Government 
were derived from sovereign and independ- 
ent States the Richmond Dispatch (Dein.) 
quotes from the Declaration of Independence 
as follows: 


As free and independent States they have full 
power to levy war, conclude peace, contract 
alliances, establish commerce, and_do all other 
acts and things which independent “States may 
of right do. 


The Dispatch carefully loses sight of other 
portions of the declaration which show con- 
clusively that the sovereignty attributed to 
the States was asserted of them as united 
and joined together and not as thirteen dis- 
tinct nations. The deciaration affirmed that 
it was “one people”’ who rebeliea against 
Great Britain and sought to assume ‘‘among 
the Powers of the earth the separate and 

qual station {not thirteen stations) to which 
the Jaws of nature entitie them.’’ It was 
the people of tne United States as one 
who assumed a sfation among tne Pow- 
ers of the world and not thirteen 
nations which took their thirteen respective 
stations among the recognized sovereignties. 
It is an abuse of words and an absurdity to 
speak of the thirteen colonies as so many na- 
tions, and the Janguage of the Declaration of 
Independence expressly refutes any such no- 
tion. But granting, for the sake of the argu- 
ment, that the States were sovereign and in- 
dependent, not only as against England in 
their united capacity but individually as 
against each ober, itis stili clear that they 
gave up such authority when they ratified 
the Federal Constitution and established a 
Federal Government which was thereafter 
to make and enforce the “supreme law” for 
all of them. 

To say that ail the powers of the Federal 
Government came from the States is absurd. 
No State ever had the power to give the 
voters of Virginia, for instance, the mght to 
&@ voice in passing on a law to be enforced 
not only in their own State but in 
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every other. Such nationalistic powers 
could be derived only from the people of the 
entire country and could not be delegated by 
States which never possessed them. Grant- 
ing, however, for the sake of the argument, 
but against the fact and against the lan- 
guage of the Deciaration of Independence. 
itself, that the colonies once constituted 
thirteen nations, such was no longer the case 
after they adopted the Federal Constitution. 
In truth, the Constitution was not ratified 
by State Legislatures or State Governments 
but by conventions especially chosen by the 
people for that purpose. ‘The State Govern- 
ments were not asked to give their consent, 
but approval was obtained from the power 
behind and greater than the States—the peo- 
ple. It was the people who decreed that a Su- 
preme Government should be established for 
ali National purposes and having within the. 
scope of its authority power over any and all 
of the States. Did the majority of the States 
consent to the establishment of such @ gov- 
ernment with an understanding that dissat- 
isfied States could break 1t up at any time? 
If so, the Constitution did not rise to the dig- 
nity ofa contract since it did not provide 
that the party breaking it should be re- 
sponsiblé to the others for damages. No 
right to break the Union or the Constitution 
by force or secession was ever recognized, 
but the doctrine of American Nationality and 
unity was affirmed in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and afterwards incorporated in the 
Constitution so securely that armed rebellion 
could not prevail against it. Tue TRIBUNE 
commends to the Richmond Dispatch another 
perusal of the Declaration of Independence, 
and suggests that it give heed to the opinion 
of Pinckney, the distinguished Southern 
patriot, who said: “ The separate independ- 
ence and individual sovereiguty of the sev- 
eral States were- never thougnt of by the en- 
lightened band of patriots who framed the 
Declaration of Independence.” 


OTHER RUINOUS FLOODS. 

Were it not for the unprecedented extent 
of the Johnstown disaster and the extraor- 
dinary loss of life caused by it the floods 
which happened at the same time in New 
York, Maryland, West Virginia, Old Vir- 
ginia, and the eastern part of Pennsylvania 
would have been regarded as aimost excep 
uonally destructive to life and property, but 
as itis they are almost entireiy overlooked 
in view of what has happened in the Cone- 
maugh Valley. And yet from more than one 
locality of this flood area there has come up 
a cry for help which the authorities of Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland are courageously try- 
ing to answer without making any general 
appeal for contributions additional to those 
which are now going forward to Johnstown. 

The great storm, which had its rise in the 
Mississippi Valley and gradually swept east- 
ward, did no damage west of New York and 
Pennsylvania nor east of those States, but 
expended its force upon the mountainous 
regions in a line north and south from Cen- 
tral New York nearly to Central Virginia, 
and principally on the lines of the Geneseo, 
Monocacy, Potomac, James, Rappahannock, 
and the historic Appomattox Kivers. In 
Steuben County, New York, and adjacent to 
it between twenty ana twenty-five lives have 
been lost and probably about $5,000,000 
worth of property. In Eastern Pennsylva- 
nia nearly 100 lives are known to have been 
lost, and property to the amount of $10,000,000 
at least has been swept away. The most se- 
rious disaster was at Williamsport, where by 
the sudden collapse of a bridge eighty-three 
of the persons standing on it, watching the 
flood, are said to have been drowned in che 
rushing waters. In Virginia fortunately but 
two or three lives were lost, but at Rich- 
mond, Petersburg, Staunton, Vanville and 
other points four or five millions’ worth of 
property has been lost. In Maryland fifteen 
persons were drowned and a severe money 
loss is imposed upon the people, probably 
amounting to ten or fifteen millions. From 
one point of view, however, the flood has 
been a benefit to Maryland, as it has de- 
stroyed the locks and embankments and virt- 
ually ruined the old Chesapeake & Ohio Ca- 
nal running from Cumberland to George- 
town, D.C. The canal, which was projected 
by Washington and began during the Adams 
Administration, was the first great work 
of its kind in this country, and con- 
nected the bituminous coal region of Mary- 
land and West Virginia with tidewater. It 
has never paid, however. It cost nearly 


$12,000,000 to build it, and it has sunk first . 


and last $15,000,000 for the State of Maryland, 
besides imposing a heavy taxon the people 
to pay the salaries of an army of employvés 
with little or nothing todo, and keeping up 
a corrupt element in Maryiana politics. The 
canal is now beyond repair and will probably 
be succeeded by a railroad to compete with 
the Baltimore & Onio. So far as actual loss 
of pruperty is concerned, these floods have 
imposed afar heavier damage than that at 
Johnstown, and were it not for the terrible 
destruction of life at the latter point we 
should have looked upon the other floods as 
among the worst which have ever occurred 
in the United States. 


THE SIOUX RESERVATION PROBLEM. 

Contrary to the first reports it seems that 
the Sioux Commissioners appointed to ne- 
gotiate with the Indians for the sale of half 
the big reservation in Dakota have no light 
task before them. The Commissioners are 
now at the Rosebud Agency and their recep- 
tion by the Indians does not indicate the 
speedy and successful conclusion of their 
labors. <A late report says that, while when 
the negotiations for the Sioux Reservation 
were first authorized the general sentiment 
of the Indiaus was favorable to success and 
littie trouble would have been experienced in 
getting their consent to the sale of the land 
on the terms authorized by Congress, the ef- 
forts of interested parties outside the reser- 
vation, aided by the action of Eastern senti- 
mental cranks called *‘ The Indian Defense 
Association,’’ have created a feeling or hos- 
tility among the redskins which will require 
great nicety of treatment to overcome. 

Who are these “‘interested parties outside 
the reservation ’’ who have interfered tocause 
trouble and prevent the success of the ne- 
gotiation withthe Indians? It was charged 
last winter by a Congressional committee 
that the Northwestern and the Northern Pa- 
cific Roads were determined to resist the 
opening of the Sioux Reservation and would 
‘‘influence” the big chiefs and “squaw 
me2n’’ to reject every offer the Government 
could make for the land. President Hughitt 
of the Northwestern Road met this accusa- 
tion with a prompt and explicit denial so far 
8s his Company was concerned, and his state- 
ment has not since been questioned. There 
seems no good reason to believe that the 
railroads are back of the insidious opposition 
to the breaking up of the Sioux Reservation. 
The Northwestern might lose the monopoly 
it now has of the Biack Hills business, but it 
cannot hold it long under any circumstances, 
and the open'ng of the reservation wouid 
give it an opportunity to develop a large 
volume of new business along its projected 
direct line from the Missouri River to West- 
ern Dakota. The Dakota railroads would 
gain, not lose, in consequence of opening the 
reservation. The mischievous influences 
being brought to bear on the Sioux Indians 
must come from other sources. : 

Doubtiess the principal interference with 
the work of the Sioux Commission comes 
from the intermeddling cranks known as 
the Indian Defense Association. Representa- 
tives of this society or association were 


| sharply rebuked by Secretary Noble a few 


weeks ago when he told them the Interior 
Department had been authorized to negotiate 
with the Sioux Indians and not with their 
alleged, self-appointed guardians. It seems, 
however, that representatives of this society 
lave been hard at work prejudicing the In- 
dians and exciting unfounded suspicions 
among them. The “Indian Defense Asso- 
ciation” appears to be exceeding its func- 
tions, and it is hinted that the funds supplied 
for. its support by philanthropic citizens 
might be better employed in some other 
direction, Disinterested friends of the In- 
dians know the terms now offered the Sioux 
Nation are just and generous and more can- 
not be expected. The real danger is that if 
the Indians do not accept the present prop- 
osition they will be compelled to be satisfied 
with one less advantageous. The dog-in-the- 
manger policy will not be tolerated. Gen. 
Crook has great influence with the Indians 
and he may be able to convince them that 
professed friends hawe been giving them bad 
advice.

Crertarn officials of the Michigan Central 
Railroad have givén bonds to insure their 
appearance to answer charges of fraudulent 
conduct in the biliing of grain from this city 
for the East. The property is alleged to 
have been shipped from store here, but the 
papers issued made it appear that it was 
really forwarded from another point, and 
the firm shipping it obtained a preferential 
advantage of two and one-half cents per 100 
pounds by the arrangement. It is strange 
that such an old and well-known device 
should have been resorted to, when so many 
more refined methods of cheating oue part of 
the community at the expense of the 
rest have been invented of late years 
and put in practice by railroad men. 
It would have been easy to arrange 
for the gathering of a _ rebate by 
the shipper, and no one need have been the 
wiser for it except the actual parties to the 
contract. Perhaps, however, the investiga- 
tion of the case in hand will involve the re- 
vealment of some of these ingenious devices 
for enabling certain favored men or firms 
to do business on terms with which others 
cannot compete. And the same may be said 
of places as of persons. The facts thus tar 
stated show the existence of settled arranee- 
ments between some if not all of the Eastern 
railroads by virtue of which they stand 
ready to accept one and one-half cents per 
bushel less for precisely the same service in 
transporting grain that is sent to them in 
this city from otaer places in the West than 
they exact from Chicago merchants who 
deliver it to them under substantially the 
same conditions, which involve no more 
trouble or delay in the second case than 
in the first. This 1s the evil that ought to be 
shown up during the coming investigation, 
and our local merchants could not do a better 
service to the cause of business fairness than 
by insisting that this phase of the affair be 
brought prominently to the front. The ques- 
tion whether this or that man has profited 
by such unjust methods is of comparatively 
little consequence by the side of the exposure 
of the methods themselves, to the end ‘hat 
the officials responsible therefor may. be 
shamed into propriety or else punished till 
they are afraid to continue their wrong 
doing. 


Maj. Jones and His ik’s, 

THE TRIBUNE gave last week to Maj. Jones, 
now of the St. Louis Republic, formerly of Geor- 
gia or Florida, or both, a philosophical explana- 
tion of his inability to pronounce the letter “r” 
at the end or in the middie of a word, and of his 
incapacity to catch the difference between the 
clear Northern enunciation of that ietter and 
his own soft, melodious, darky rendition of 1t. 
Insteaa of returning thanks for this expianation 
and circulating it among his equaily unfortunate 
Southern brethren, the Colonel sticks to it that 
he had mastered the ‘“r,’’ and as evidence of it 
submitted a short poem of his own composition, 
which read: 

“QO Dana, . 
Be saner.” 

As a poem this has unquestioned ability. and if 
the Majah’s editorials were marked by the same 
terseness and clearness it would be a boon to his 
readers. But from the rhyming point of view 
this little opus is defective. To makeit jibe it 
is necessary to pronounce ‘* Dana" * Daner” 
after the vulgar fashion of some Eastern people 
‘Who say “lawr” for “law” and “sawr” for 
‘‘saw,” oritis necessary to slur the tinal “r’”’ 
of “saner,”’ which is just what THE TRIBUNE 
charged Maj. Jones with doing without knowing 
it. THE TRIBUNE stated these facts, but Maj. 
Jones cannot see the matter in that light, and 
replies thus: 

The letter *“*r” has asoundofits own insome 
positions, certainly, butin *‘saner’’ it is so per- 
fectiy vocalized that “saner’’ is a perfect rhyme 
for ‘‘ Dana,” and the poem 

O Dana! 
Be saner!! 


is therefore a perfect poem, without flaw or. 


blemish, the best example of amphibrachic mo- 
nometer acatalectig extant. Though the editor 
of THE TRIBUNE sets up fora phonologist, he is 
painfully ignorant of the fact that a consonant 
can be absorbed by a vowel and thus vocalized. 


We regret his ignorance, but excuse it on the 


ground that the English language is foreign to 
Chicago. 

Without venturing a reply to the violent lan- 
guage about “amphibrachic monometer acata- 
lectic,”’ THE TRIBUNE will remark that what the 
Major is pleased to call ‘**the absorption of a 
consonant by a vowel’’ is auite roticeable in 
some of his poems, which date back to an eariier 
day, and which were composed while he was 
wandering **in maiden meditation ” on the banks 
of the great Okefinokee Swamp.

TI sang to her of passion bo’n 
From eyes of holy fiah, 

And thus from eve till break of dawn 

“I serenaded my Maria.”’ 

The peculiar Southern disregard of the ‘r,” 
learned in youth from pickaninnies whose de- 
fective articulation cannot cope with that 
rougher sound, is strongly marked in both these 
gems. Those who have read the sermons of that 
eminent colored Southern divine, the Rev. Sim 
Gooseberry of Possum Bottom, now publishing 
in Puck, must have noticed the same thing. 
Jones the poet is better authority than Jones 
the edito’. 


Kino KaLakava could easily raise the $10,- 
000 he needs to pay the expenses of a visit to the 
Paris Exposition if he would hire himself out to 
the dime museums for a month or two. If he is 


too proud to accept this suggestion, which is

NO RELIEF FUK MRS. LOMASNEY. 


Never Received a Fenny from Any Society 
or Any Individual Outside of Detroit. 

Detroit, Mich., June 5.—|Special.]—When 
Capt. William Mackey Lomasney disappeared 
after an absence of a year and a half from 
Detroit in the South he left a wife and 
five children in poor circumstances. It 
was generally supposed at the time that 
Mrs. Lomasney would receive aid from 
her husband’s compatriots, but this it seems 
has not been the case. Mrs. Lomasney, re- 
ferring to the current reports that tne tri- 
angle had been expected to give her and hers 
relief, and to the charge that the moneys so 
intended had been misappropriated or de- 
laved, professes entire ignorance of any 
such arrangement. She goes so far as 
to say she had no special reason to expect 
such aid, and mm this rcspect repeats what 
she said before. “It isagreat surprise to 
me,’’ said she, ‘“‘and Iam sorry that either 
myseli or my unfortunate family should be 
mixed up in the death of Cronin. It would 
seem from the reports that the latter was 
killed because he knew too much.”’ 

“Do you know any of the men whose 
names appear in these reports, and who were 
charged with appropriating money raised by 
the society for the benelit of yourself and 
children?’ 

“1 know Sullivan” When my husband was 
running a newspaper in Chicago I was walk- 
ing with bim down State street one day when 
we met Sullivan. My husband knew him 
and introduced him to me. He seemed a 
nice man, but [I don’t know much 
about him. The other two mentioned 
as members of the triangle are perfect 
strangers to me, and | never even heard the 
names before. If any money has been raised 
for me by any society I never received a cent 
of it, but I don’t beheve there was. I have 
received aid, but it has always been from in- 
dividuals residing in Detroit, and not from 
organizations.”’ 

Lomasney reiterated her belief that 
her busbaud is not dead, but imprisoned in 
some English dungeon with no chance to 
communicate witn her. As she did so she 
was obliged to wipe away the tears that 
rolled down her careworn cheeks. “I will 
say this,” she continued, *“‘and. I never 
made the statement before in my life: I 
spent a fortune in the cause of Ireland and 
never asked for any reward. My friends 
here have been kind to me, however, but as 
I said before, no organizatuon assisted me in 
any way.’’ ‘ 

There is probably no man in Detroit who 
knows more about the Lomasney matter re- 
ferred to than City Treasurer Suite. He also 


was an intimate personal friend of Dr. Cro-. 


nin. In reply to the question, “ Did Mrs. 
Lomasnev ever receive any money from the 
Cian-na-Gael or any other branch of 
the Irish party?” he said: “I am 
sure she dia not. To satisfy yourself 
you have only to see the condition of destitu- 
tion in which she aid her family have been 
living for the last five years. Furthermore, 
she telis me that she has never had any as- 
sistance from societies or persons outside of 
Detroit, and she is a truthful woman.” 

‘‘Did your dead friend Cronin ever say 
anything to you about Mrs. Lomasney’s 
case ?’’ a 

‘* He dia, several times. He wrote me say- 
ing that he understood money had been 
raised to assist Mrs. Lomasney, and he waut- 
ed to know from me if she had receiveu it. 
All Lcould do was to answer him as I have 
done you, cite her denial and the condition 
in which she was living.”’ 

** Suppose Cronin thought money raised for 
such a purpose had been misappropriated by 
members of the society. what course would 
he be likely to pursue?”’ 

‘* He woula never rest day or night until he 
had got at the bottom facts. Then, when he 
knew he was right, he would proclaim the 
infamy of the embezzlers from the house- 
tops.

The treasurer 
of the Irish revolutionary fuod resided at the 
time in Paris. e has recently been a resi- 
dent of this country. Sullivan, so the story 
goes, went to this man and demanded $100,- 
000. Tne treasurer had not this amount of 
secret society funds. Hewas at the time 
custodian of other funds, however. The 
trustees of those funds were nearly all in 
jail in Ireland at thetime. Only one was 
out of jail. He was a revolutionist of the 
extreme type. He is said to have organized 
the Phoenix Park murders, or to have as- 
sisted in that vile crime. 

The American triangle man made his ac- 
quaintance and induced him to bring press- 
ure on the revolutionary treasurer to bor- 
row from his other fund to make up the 
$100,000. 

The money came to the New York bank 
through a Paris banker. That was proved

Dr. Cronin’s papers will be read today in 
corroboration. Among the papers, it is said, 
is an abstract of testimony 4 ge agp by the 
‘No. 1” of the Phoenix Park murderers, 
showing that the treasurer in Paris was 
compelled to give up the money to the Chi- 
cago triangie man.

In the afternoon the delegates were driven 
about the parks and visited the Carlson cot- 
tage and other piaces of interest in connec- 
tion with the death of Dr. Cronin. 


Schaack Says He Will Help. 

Capt. Schaack said yesterday in regard to 
his suspension from the police force that he 
was not conscious of having at any time 
neglected his duty, and the Chief was en- 
tirely mistaken when he accused him of be- 
ing a friend of Alexander Sullivan or shield- 
ing Coughlin. The Captain claimed that 
murder, arson, and criminal .assault were 
three crimes he had never let up on when 
investigating them. If he had found evi- 
dence in the ‘Cronin case implicating haif 
the police force, he says, he would not have 
withheld it. Although suspended he was 
still with the Chief in the investigaton, and 
had no desire, he said, to puta straw in his 
way. 


The Accased in Court. 

P. O. Sulhvan, Coughlin, and Woodruff 
were arraigned before Judge Williamson 
yesterday morning on the indictment found 
last Saturday, which was an amendment of 
the first one found, the change being the ad- 
dition of the words “‘and others unknown” 
to the names of the three men. All pieaded 
not guilty. 


FOLLOWED BEYOND THE GRAVE, 


The Doctor's New York Enemies Are Not 
Satisfied with the Murder. 

New York, June 5.—[Special.]|—The story 
published yesterday from Chicago giving the 
names of the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Clan-na-Gael, as well as the 
names of the members of the Committee of 
Six who sat with Dr. Cronin and investi- 
gated the financial policy of‘ Alexander Sulli- 
van, created no litthe comment among Irish- 


men. 

Three of the men mentioned live in New 
York and Brooklyn. Thomas. 5. Ronayne, 
who is named as Secretary of tne Executive 
Committee, is a law partnerof State Senator 
Thomas F. Grady in the Temple Court Build- 
ing; James Tierney 1s a toll collector on the 
Brooklyn bridge, and lives at No. 112 Berry 
street, Brookiyn; and James J. Rogers is a 
lawyer, with an office at No. 66 Broadway, 
Brooklyn. 

Mr. Ronayne said today that he had not 
been a member of the Executive Committee 
for years. ‘I belong to avranch of the or- 
ganization,”’ he said, “but not in 
this State. or in Chcago. It is my 
belief that Dr. Cronin is not dead. 
I think he isnstill living somewhbere— 
where, I have no idea. ido not believe the 
Clan-na-Gael had anything to do with his 
disappearance, My reason for believing that 
Dr. Cronin is alive is that the published re- 
ports of his identification are not Convincing. 
The descriptions do not tally with that of 
Dr. Cronin, and Ido not doubt that he will 
eventually turn up alive.” 

James J. Rogers declined to say whether 
be was or had been a member of the Clan- 
na-Gael. ‘“ But,’ he added, 
member of the organizauon [ would want a 
rigid investigation made to find out, it pos- 
sible, who gave that publisher information; 
who betrayed the secrets of the order. I do 
not believe tnat Dr. Cronin is any more dead 
than lam. The whoie business, [ think, isa 
scheme to create a big sensation.” 

James Tierney said that he was not a mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee of the Clan- 
na-Gael, but would not say that he was not a 
member of the organization. He said that 
he knew Dr. Cronin many years, and did not 
doubt that he was dead, thougn he didn’t be 
lieve the Clan-na-Gael had anything todo 
with his murder. He attributed it tothe 
Chicago politicians. 


Letters from Ronayne to Cronin will be 
produced at the inquest today which wiil 
show quite cunclusively that Ronayne isa 
member of tne Executive of the Cian-na- 
Gael, .Not onty that, he is Secretary 
of that of the United 
Brotherhood, is the same 
thing. His deniai counts for nothing. 
As Mr. Beggs 1s also going on the stand, and 
as Beggs inapublished interview said he 
had called on Ronayne when in New York, 
it woulda be interesting to find out what the 
object of his call was. 5 

Ronayne’s statement about Cronin not be- 
ing dead and Kogers’ statement to the same 
effect rather give them away.

COAL PRODUCTION IN ILLINOIS, 


Seventh Annual Compendium Issued by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
SPRINGFIELD, LIL, June 5.—[Special.]—The 
seventh annual compendium of the statistics 
of coal production in Lilinois, for the year 
ending July 1, 1888, has just been issued by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. Fiity counties 
report the number of mines and openings of 
ail kinds as 833; number of tons of lump coal 
miped, 11,855,158; aggregate value of the 
same at the mines, $13,309,080; average value 
per ton at the mines, $1.123;. number of 
employés of all kinds, 29,410; number of 
miners employed, 23,648; number of other 
employés (including boys), 5,762; number of 
boys employed under ground, 868; average 
price paid per ton for hand mining, $0.716; 
number of men kuiiled, 55; number of new 
mines, 99 These figures show an output 
greater by 1,500,000 tons than has ever before 
been attained in this State, a somewhat 
better average price for tne same, and an 
mecrease in working force corresponding 
with the greater amount of work done. 
There has been a marked tendency during 
the year to enlarge the operations of exist- 


ing companies and to organize new ones for 


the further development of such seams as 
are of established locauon and character. 
Something of this is observable in the north- 
ern fields adjacent to the recently acquired 
territory of the Spring Valley Company. In 
this fleid the Chicago, Wilmington & Ver- 
milion Company has secured a foothold for 
operations auxiliary to their extensive enter- 
prisea at Streator and Braidwood; and a new 
company from a_ neighboring State, the 
W hitebreast Fuel Company, has also acquired 
property here and has encountered and over- 
come great obstacles in sinking to the superior 
lower seam of this region. Still greater ac- 
tivity in original enterprises has characterized 
some points in the central and southern por- 
tions of the State. Shafts have been sunk in 
McLean County, at Colfax, Saybrook, Maroa, 
and Lexington, and with notable success at 
Colfax, where a coal of good quality is found. 
The thickness and excellence of the seam at 
Pana, in Christian County, has especially 
stimulated operations at that point and in 
that vicinity. Two new companies have 
been organized and are advancing their 
works at Pana and others are sinking or 
prospecting at the neighboring towns ot Tay- 
lorville, Oconee, Ramsay, Coffeen, Mowea- 
gua, and Assumption. 
is probably from 500 to 800 feet below the 
surface, and is seven or eight feet in thick- 
ness. Operations are predicated upon its be- 
ing substantiaily uniform and persistent 
throughout that region, thougn it has not 
been found in place at Assumption. 

In Marion County,.some fifty miles or more 
south of this, there have been several deep 
shafts sunk to coal recently—vi&.: at Odin, 
Salem, and Kinmundy, and the projectors of 
these enterprises are now ready to compete 
in the market with the older collieries at 
Centralia and Sandoval. Still further south 
in Perry and Jackson Counties, notably in 
the vicinity of Eikville, desirabie tracts of 
coal land have during the year been taken up 
for the purpose of immediate development, 
and indications point to a material increase 
in the output of coal from that fieid. 

The average rate per ton paid for mining 
coal with the common pick, including blast- 
ing, timbertng, and loading, for the State at 
large tor 1888, as deduced from tne specific 
amounts produced and prices paid in each lo- 
cality, 1s 71.6 cents, while the corresponding 
rate for the year preceding was 72.7 cents, a 
decline of 1.1 cents per ton. 


BANK OF OMAHA FAILED. 


A Crash That May Bring the New Nebras- 
ka Law into Play. 

Omana, Neb., June 5.—[Special. ]—The 
Bank of Omaha closed its doors today and 
announced that it was insolvent. The con- 
cern has been known to be on the eve of 
bankruptcy for some time. It was reorgan- 
ized last fall with a pretended capital of 
#100,000, little of which was paid in. C. P. 
Needham, ex-County Clerk, was President, 
and Frank Wasserman, late paying teller of 
the United States National, cashier. Need- 
ham had no money. The bank ran for some 
time with no other capital than a limited line 
of deposits. Then Peter Goos, a hoteikeeper 
with considerable ready capital, and Mrs. W. 
B. Powell, Wite of a druggist, were induced 
to take stock in the concern. The bank maa- 
aged to secure deposits aggregating over 
$50,000 at the time of the failure. 
When the fact of the failure, whicn 
has been kept rather quiet tonight, shall 
become generaily known some trouble may 
be expected. According to the new Banking 
law of Nebraska, which went into effect 
June 1, any bank official who receives de 
posits when insolvent is liable to imprison-

Jimmy -now released the reins & little, while 
Murphy set full sail with the California mare, 
But not an inch could she gain on tne fiying 
leader. Entering the homestretch Terra Cotta 
had the race at his mercy, when McLaughlin 
took him im hand so that he was pulled to a mere 
canter when he passed the string. The prevail- 
ing impression was that he could have covered 
the distance two seconds faster than he did, 

The best betting race of the day was 4 mile 
and a furlong handicap. Strideaway was a top- 
heavy favorite, with Bonita second choice, while 
6 to 1 were the average odds against Stony Mont- 
gomery and 10 tol Comedy. Asit turned out 
the race at the finish was entirely between the 
pair last named, Montgomery winning by a neck 
after Comedy had led Hearly the entire journey. 
Tucker cannot win a race any more, his Lereto- 
fore mainstay, Strideaway, having apparently 
deteriorated in form.

COAL DEALERS IN CONVENTION, 


Black Diamord Merchants from All Parts 
Meet and Talk. 

The warm winter did not take all the profit 
out of the coal business, if the general prosper- 
ity which adorns the members of the Coal Deal- 
ers’ Association of the Northwest is any indica- 
tion. When Presiaent C.C. Keeler of Beloit, 
Wis., rapped the fourth annual meeting to order 
in the Madison street theatre yesterday there 
were about 250 members of the association pres- 
ent. The Secretary and Treasury isC.C. Jones 
of Rockford. His report outiined the main ob- 
ject of the association to be the inducing of min- 
ers and shippers of coalto desist from sending 
circulars to consumers, and to entirely stop the 
sale of coal direct to the consumer. The Secre- 
tary reported an increase in the mem bership of 
the association during the year from 281 to 661. 
The Treasurer's report showed the receipts for 
the year to be #2,704.55. The expenditures, in- 
cluding #1.200 salary to Secretary, were $2,425, 
leaving $279 on hand. Invitations werej;given the 
association to hold its next annual meeting at 
Peoria, Milwaukee, Chicago and, St Paul. The 
St. Paul invitation included a special truin and 
excursion to Duluth and Ashland. The commit- 
tee on location reported favorably on St. Paul 
and the convention will vote on the question to- 
morrow. -*

UPWARD TURN IN STOCKS. 


STRONG BULL SENTIMENT AND HIGH- 
ER PRICES ALL AROUND. 


Veteran Traders in Wall Street Bidding Up 
Their Favorites—All the Grangers Have 
a Boom—The Pacific-Oregon Group— 
Rumors of a Deal Between the Ticker 
Companies in the Way of Consolidation. 


New York, June 5.—[Special.)—There was & 
strong bull sentiment and higher prices all round 
today. The veteran traders siashed about the 
room buying and bidding up old-time fa- 
vorites like Burlington & Quincy and newer 
but promising properties like Chicago Gas. The 
former is up 1% and the latter1%. All the 
Grangers rose—Northwest, %;' St. Paul, 1%; 
Rock Islana, 1%. Wheeling & Lake Erie pre- 
ferred is up 1%, and Atchison (increased earn- 
ings) 1%. The trust certificates were conspicu- 
ously active ané buoyant, and the whole market 
closed with an advancing tendency apd at tne 
highest prices of the day. , 

The Pacific-Oregon group was quiet and Ore- 
gon Transcontinental was heavy, although it is 
given out officially that the Union Pacific and 
the Northern Pacific had pledged themselves to 
speedily put into effect the trackage agreement 
by which they will jointly use the Oregon Kail- 
way & Navigation tracks, The Northern Pacific 
also concurs in the guarantee of 6 per cent 
dividends on Oregon Railway & Navigation. 
This stock was quietly absorbed in the earlier 
trade—transuctions 3,000 shares against 200 yes- 
terday—but became scarce, and just before the 
close ran up 1% on the purchase of a few hun- 
dred shares. After board hours it transpirec 
that the executive committee, at its meeting 
tnis afternoon, had decided to pay, in addition to 
the usual quarteriy dividend of 142 per cent, an 
extra dividend of 1 per cent. 

Louisville and Missouri Pacific each rose1 per 
cent on the day's transactions. Sugar refineries’ 
stock Was actively mManipuiated in Boston as 
well as here, being marked ee per cent, to 
15. %&It ciosed at 104%. hitelead is up 
1%. American Coptton-Seed Oil Was the least 
buoyant of all tf trusts. It rose to 61, but fell 
back to 60%. ‘The street says it is being 
manipulated to permit a prominent Standard Oil 
manto accumulate a line. Muchof the buoy- 
ancy at the close was due to the impression that 
the tickers would soon be whirling again, and 
steady buying of Western Union shures gave 
color to the report that the latter company wiil 
have a virtual monopoly of the quotations. 

There was no essential change in the ticker 
situation today. ‘*tad-pushers’’ peddied out the 
quotations at irregular periods; the Consoiidated 
Exchange traded on its own prices when those 
of the older institution were not obtain- 
able. The bucket-shops did a good  busi- 
ness, and there was a general  disposi- 
tion manifested in most of the offices to 
make the best of a bad thing. The Governors 
were in session for some time during the after- 
noon, but when they adjourned were as close- 
mouthed as Coney Islund clams. ‘* We have 
oniy to report progress.”’ they said, when ques- 
tioned as to their proceedings, and as this same 
remark has been made by them every day since 
Saturday it was universally voted a chestrut. 

Late io the afternoon it was learned from an 
insider that in ail probability the merry ticker 
will resume taqmorrow or, at the latest, Friday. 
The reporter's informant was of the opinion that 
the ‘‘deal’’ had been consummated, and that 
Jay Gould was on top, as he usually is, 
As. neariy as can be learned the arrange- 
ment includes the consplidation of tne 
two ticker companies — the Goid & 
Stock and the Commercial—but whether by 
actual purchase or otherwise 1s uncertain. This 
done, the contract with the Gold & Stock 
Company, an adjunct of the Western Union, 
will be removed. Western Union linemen con- 
nected with the ticker service were numerous in 
Wall street today, and itis believed they were 
repairing the cut connections. 

nder the new contract, it 1s understood, mem- 
bers of the exchange will be on a separate cir- 
cuit and will receive their quotations a minute 
and a half or two minutes in advance of the rest 
of tne public. After they have been served the 
figures will be sent out to the banks, trust com- 
panies, hotels, and other customers. 

What looks to be the most important part of 
the deal—viewed from Gould's standpoipt—is 
that the price of ticker service will be raised 
probably to #& a month, as against $10 at pres- 
ent. This can easily be done in the absence of 
competition, 


THE FLUCTUATIONS ON CHANGE, 


Wheat Mildly Buoyant and the Sentiment 
Bullish—Operations of the Day. 

The tone of the wheat market underwent a 
complete change. It might be described as 
mildly buoyant or conservatively bullish; andin 
the rumors and gossip on the floorthere ap- 
peared to be some justification for the altera- 
tion in sentiment. The speculators bought 
freely. Shorts did the major part of the buying, 
and Kent, through Poole-Sherman, and Logan, 
operated on the bull side. George Smith was 
covering shorts freely. and Place, the plunger 
from Pittsburg, was credited as the principal 
for whom Parker bought in 200,000 bushels 
around 75% for July.

Altogether the testimony of yesterday 
tended to sustain the theory that charges 
were made against Dr. Cronin that he was a 
British spy, so as to furnish a pretext for his 
removal. Those charge$ were preferred in 
every instance by the rabid partisans and 
foolish dupes of the man charged by Cronin 
with malfeasance and worsecrimes. The 
belief existed among those persons that if 
Cronin was a spy it would be a patriotic duty 
to murder him. 

The methods of those whom Cronin ac- 
cused were unscrupulous and. rascailly 
enough to suggest that they would be guilty 
of murder if it was safe. The testimony 
@bout the finances furnished the motive for 
the murder. 

It snould be added that the presentation of 
the case by the Coroner evinces great intelli- 
gence and industry on his part.

“ ALEXANDER SULLIVAN, AGENT.” 


Checks on the Traders’, Passed Through 
Lester & Co., Bore This Signature. 

Byron L. Smith, the receiver of the Trad- 
ers’ Bank, appeared with the books of that 
concern and showed the account of Alex- 
ander Sullivan with that bank. He read off 
@ number of checks drawn py “Alex- 
ander Suilivan, agent,” and payable to 
John = “T. Lester & Co., on de- 
posit. They were June 1, 1882, $30,000; 
June 6, $80,000; Aug. 26, $25,000; Sept. 6, 
$5,000: total, $90,000. There was also a cneck 
for $520, dated June 28, which was not made 
payable to John T. Lester & Co. 

Mr. Smith read a letter from Edmund B. 
Randolph, President of the Continental 
National Bank of New, York in which it 
says: ‘*The check was drawn by John 
Monroe & Co. of this city, who still have an 
exhibit of it, but decline to part with it. It 
is dated May 15, 1882, in favor of Windes & 
Co., and by them indorsed, followed by the 
indorsement of T. P. Taliman, Cashier. 
It was cashed through the Clearing House 
May 24. 1882, having been received by 
us in the Traders’ Bank letters May 22. 
Messrs. Monroe & Co. said that they gave 
auother check at the same time to Windes & 
Co. for $1,000, the two checks being in pay- 
ment of a draft of $100,000.” 

Mr. Smith went over the books of the 
Traders’ Bank, showing the entries corre- 
sponding to the checks, and showing that 
tney balanced the account of “Alexander 
Sullivan, Agent.”’ 

Sullivan’s individual account showed that 
about Sept. 30 Sullivan had to his credit $683, 
to which were added the following deposits: 
Oct. 5, $600, $5,489; Oct. 6, $100; Oct. 14, $1,200; 
$1,500, Oct. 16, $00, against which were 
drawn checks as follows: Oct. 3, $48; Oct. 6, 
$128 and $55 end $10,000, the last one being 
indorsed by J.T. Lester & Co., leaving a 
baiance of #97 due Alexanger Sullivan from 
the Traders’ Bank, which was never calied 
for. The accounts were balanced but never 
settled, and that was the reason why the 
checks remained with the bank and were 
not withdrawn... 


THE TORONTO REPORTER’S STORY. 


P. McGarry Saw Long and Soon Discov- 
ered That He Had Been Lying. 
Patrick McGarry, boiler manufacturer, liv- 
ing at No. 442 Seminary avenue, was taken 
right to the heartof the matter by the fol-

He said, ‘‘He was here, 
and Iwas talking to him that Friday and 
Saturday.” I said, *“*You are a liar.” I 
showed him the detailed interview published 
the second day and he said: 

“TI never wrote that. I sent dispatches 
Saturday and Sunday, but I never sent 
that. It must have been made up in tne Chi- 
cago newspaper offices.” I said, “I waat 
to see Dr. Cronin,” and he replied, ** You are 
one of Mooney & Boland’s men and I am not 
obliged to talk to you.”” Then I sawit was 
ali nonsense about Cronin being in Toronto. 

Mr. McGarry explained in detail how he 
looked up aman named P. F. Cronin on the 
staff of a Toronto paper and found that he 
was in no way related to Dr. Cronin. Mc- 
Garry said he offered Long $2,000 within ten 
hours if he would show him Dr. Cronin, or 
show him the man that he interviewed. 
Long said he could not do it. He said that 
Cronin was stopping with Starkey. Mce- 
Garry toLong: “Thatisalie.’”” Then Long 
promised to write out ail the facts and give 
him a ietter similar to the one that ne had 
written to Frank Scanlan. ; 

“He stated these facts to me,” continued 
the witness. “‘I was walking along ‘the 
street and saw a gentleman with the appear- 
ance of Dr. Cronin. I touched him and said, 
‘*Hello, Doctor.”? I saw be had goggies on 
and was surprised. I said, ‘‘ Where are you 
going?’ Hedid not seem to recognize me. 
I said, “ Don’t you recognize me. Doctor? I 
used to be on THe TRIBUNE in Chicago [this 
was a bare-faced lie. Long was never on 
THe TriBuNE], and beionged to the 
same lodge that you did and you at- 
wife.”

‘AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


ANOTHER WAR IN RATES ON LAKE 
SUPERIOR BUSINESS. 

Failure of the Conference of General Man- 
agers to Reach an Agreement—The 
Barlington & Northern Announces 4 
Heduction on Through Rates, Taking 

Effect June 10—The Rock Island's An- 
nual Meeting—President Cabie’s Views. 
The meeting of the managers of the roads be- 
tween Chicago and St. Paul and Lake Superior 
points, instead of hurmonizing the conflicting in- 
terests of the various lines has resulted in 

greatly aggravating the situation., Instead of a 

restorution of west-bound through rates from 

Eastern points to St. Paul and Minneapolis to 


will take place June 10, and the indications are 
that local rates between Chicago and St. Paul 
and Minneapolis will also be largely reduced. 
The committee of five appointed at the cloge of 
Tuesday's meeting to confer with the represent- 
atives of the Lake Superior steamboat lines and 
the roads connecting with the lat- 
ter worked hard and assiduously 

Tuesday evening and yesterday forenoon 
to bring about a settioment of the existing difl- 
culties and a restoration of rates. But all their 
efforts were in vain. The representatives of the 
Lake Superior steamboat lines, who were pres- 
ent in full force, would enter into no agreement 
that would not allow them a 4Gifferential rate of 
10 cents in first-class freight, New York and 
Boston to St. Paul and Minneapolis. The Raii- 
road Committee could not accept such a proposi- 
tion, because it would divert all the St. Paul 
and Minneapolis business from Chicago and 
would affect the pusiness to Sioux Falls, Sioux 
City, and Upper Missouri River points which is 
naturally tributary to Chicago. The representa- 
tives of the Lake Superior lines contended that 
they had the short routes, and were therefore 
entitled to a differential and the bulk of the 
business. The representatives of the Chicage 
lines thought tne long lines should have a differ- 
ential, such baving always been the rule. The 
Manitoba line people were particularly untract- 
able and emphatically declined to advance rates 
by \lake and rail above the present basis of 79 
= per 100 pounas first-class, New York to St. 

au 3 
When the railroad officials reassembled at 2 p. 
m. the committee appointed to treat with the 
Lake Superier lines reported the complete fail- 
ure of its mission. Much ill-feeling was shown 
by the representatives of those roads, who had 
hoped ap arrangement could be made that would 
save their local rates. Criminations and re- 
criminations were the order of the day and mud- 
throwing was freely induiged in. The Milwaukee 
& St. Paul was aceused of having caused the pres- 
ent complications and threats of retaliation were 
made. it was claimed thatif it had not made 
reduced rates via Grana Haven from Milwaukee 
the * Soo" Line would not have endeavered to 

et even by resorting to the same practices, 

ese practices induced the Burlington & North- 

ern to reduce the rates via Chicago, and the re- 
sult now was that the Lake Superior steamship 
lines had got their back up and now refused to 
enter into an arrangement for the restoration 
and maintenance ef rates. The Milwaukee & St. 
Paul peeple denied that they had done anything 
to bring on the present complications. The rates 
it made via Grand Haven and Milwaukee were 
authorized by Chairman Faithorn. They 
cused their 1 ge Senge of unfair 
ings, and said ey could prove it. 
upshot of the row was the announce- 
ment by: the Burlington & Northern that in- 
asmuch as the Lake Superior rail ana lake lines 
refused to advance rates above the basis of 79 
cents first-class, New York and Boston to St. 
Paul, it could net consistently maintain a higher 
rate via Chicago, and therefore June 10 1t would 
reduce the rates on through traffic, Chicago to 
St. Paul, to 28, 28, 22, 12, 10, and 9 cents on the 
various classes. These rates added to the pres- 
ent rail and lake rates from New York to Chi- 
cago—5l, 44, 36, 25, 22, and 19 cents—would make 
the through rates the same as via Duluth— 
namely: 79, 72, 57, 37, 32, and 2%cents. This an- 
mnouncement caused further excitement, 
but nothing else could be done except 
to authorize all lines te make the same 
rates. Adding fuel to the fire, the Burlington 
& Northern gave notice that in view of the heavy 
reductions made in rates on through trafiic it 
would be unjust discrimination to keep up the 
existing high local rates between Chicago and 
St. Paul, and it would therefore be compelled to 
make a reduction in tne local rates to more 
nearly correspond with the through rates. The 
justice of its position could not be disputed, but 
the other roads pleaded earnestly not to make 
such reduction until ail efforts to secure an ad- 
ustment of existing complications had been ex- 
austed. It was decided to appoint a committee 
to meet in St. Paul next Saturday and canvass 
the situation with the Lake Superior lines 
and report to the regular meeting of 
the Western Fréight Association to be 
held next week. The Burimgton & 
Northern thereupon agreed to await the result 
of the St. Paul conference before reducing local 
rates between Chicago and St. Paul. 

The new reduction in rates, Chicago to St. 
Paul, reduces all rail rates as well as lake and 
rail rates; the former come down from $1.20 to 
98 cents first-class New York to St. Paul. The 
rates via the Vermont Central line will be 10 
cents less on ee eer and glee ge rem Mae 
other classes than the rail and iake rates above 
announeed. The Fitchburg line will apply a five 
cent differential. This makes the rate via the 
Vermont Central 69 cents first-class and via ube 
Fitchburg 74 cents. 


Annual Meeting of the Rock Island. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
Ghicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Com- 
pany was held at the general offices in this city 
yesterday, President R. R. Cable occupying the 
chair and Vice-President W. G. Purdy acting as 
Secretary. Of the entire capital stock (561,560 
shares) $54,100 shares were represented either in 
person or by proxy. The election of directors to 
serve in place of those whose time had expired 
was proceeded with and resulted in the reélec- 
tion of all of them—namely: R. P. Flower, Ben- 
amin Brewster, George G. Wright, and Henry 

. Piagier. Mr. Henry K. Morgan of 
Hartford, Conn., received 18,612 votes, 
same being cast by Mr. F. B. Cooley of 
Hartford who represented himself and other 
Eastern stockholders. Mr. Cooley did not show 
the same spirit of hostility that he did at the 
annual oe of the Illinois Central and be- 
sides casting the votes he held for the above 
named candidate made no demonstration. Mr. 
John De Koven of Chicago was elected a director 
to fill out the unexpired term of Francis H. 
Tows, deceased. Appropriate resolutions were 
adopted, in memory of the deceaséd director.

Total net income, $6,057.259.68, From this amount 
has been paid: For interest on bonded debt, 
$2, 262,209.72; rentals of leased lines, $1.865,733.47; 
rentals and tolls Missouri River bridges, 
$226,141.21; dividends on capital stock, 5% per 
cent, §2,053,824; premium paid for $90,000 5 per 
cent extensior bonds, purchased for account of 
the sinking fund under the mortgage, $3,585.50. 
Total expenditures, $7,031,493.90. Deficit for the 
year, $974,234.22. The gross earnings of the line 
east of the Missouri River, $668,697.50; operating 
expenses increased, $322,801.05; taxes increased,

Regarding the buiiding of the extensions west 
of the Missouri River, the report states that the 
rates received for the transportation of freigat 
have been from yearto yearseriously reduced 
as the result of competition and adverse legisla- 
tion. To counteract this it became vital that in 
some way the volume of business should be in- 
creased. The problem presented was how best 
to accomplish this object. The territory of rap- 
id growth of ge ET and product’ had been 
pushed beyond the Missouri River into the re- 
gion of cheap lands. While the lines of the com- 
pany terminated at the Missouri’ River, 
its competitors had extended beyona, 
reaching in many instances the ex- 
treme western boundaries east of the 
mountains. Thus the volume of traffic of the 
company from the West was materially affected. 
To secure the company its fair proportion of the 
traffic thé extension of the road west of the Mis- 
souri River was determined, upon by the unani- 
mous decision of the Board of Directors. The 
confident belief is expressed that in the near 
future the results flowing from it will fully jus- 
tify the conclusion. A new and fertile region has 
been entered and is being developed with satis-

President Cable on the Railroad Situation.

At the same time 
the construction of competing lines, fostered and 
encouraged by the people, divided the business 
theretofore furnish compensatory tonnage. 
The natural contest for business, especially as 
the supply of tonnage was no longer equal to the 
demand, led to concessions, which, whatever 
their nature, at once reduced the rates per ton 
and the income earned. 
In the meanwhile, to encourage and build up 
commercial and manufacturing centres, special 
rates were given to shippers doimgsa large vol- 


ume of business at such point. The resuit was, . 


in some instances, to allow a less rate for a long 
haul than for a shorter one included in the long- 
er. To prevent, if possible, a ruinous reduction 
in rates agreements to maintain specified sched- 
ules of rates were entered into between the sey- 
eral lines. 
pooling contracts, were objected to by certain 
portions of ie shipping public, while the custom 
of allowing special rates to certain commercial 
centres was Obnoxious to another portion. As 
these two methods of. business related mainly to 
interstaté traffic Congress was appealed to with 
the result that the law known as the laterstate 
Commerce Act was passed by that body. This 
act forbids pooling, discriminations, and charg- 
ing in any case more for a short haul than for a 
longer haul, the former being included in the lat- 
ter. | 

The practical working of this act was unex- 
pectedly hurtful to jobbing and manufacturing 
centres which had theretofore thriven under the 
old conditions, since being deprived of a bet- 
ter rate than retail dealers about them they 
could no longer make as their profit the better 
rate secured from the railways. This produced, 
notably in the State of lowa, much dissatisfac- 
tion, especially among the class thus affected. 
Jobbers in that State, doing business with their 
customers mainly through interstate transporta- 
tion, seeking relief, ostensibly from the action of 
the railway, but really from the effect of the In- 
terstate Commerce iaw, went to the Legisla- 
ture. That body enacted a statute which, 
so far as it could be made applicable, 
adopted the Interstate Commerce Act. 
It went, however, much further. It cuts off all 
competition, giving the business in all imstances 
to the shorter line, unless the longer line will, if 
it desires to compete, charge the a rate 
on all other equal d@istances of its line, It re- 
quires the Railway Commissioners of that State, 
who, by a cotemporaneous law, are made elec: 
tive by the people instead of, as theretofore, ap- 
pointive by the Governor, to make for eacb rail- 
road in the State a schedule of maximum rates 
for the transportation of freight, which shall 
originate and endin the State. This schedule, 
when made, the law makes prima facie evidence 
of reasonableness, To charge more constitutes 
a prima facie case of extortion, which, unless re- 
butted to the satisfaction of the courts and 
juries, subjects the carrier to heavy fines and 
penalties. 

During the last sunfmer such a schedule was 
published. It was drawn with the express de- 
sign to afford so low arate to lowa jobbers and 
manufacturers that they could buy in the larger 
markets, ship on an Inter-Stute rate, and then 
make a profit in selling to the retailer. A careful 
and actual application of it to the tonnage of the 
company in Iowa for the previous year snowed a 
reduction in earnings of ¥3 per cent on the local 
business of that State; and the same reduction 
applied to the entire tonnage, it was believed, 
would have left nothing for the payment of 
dividends and endangered the interest obliga- 
tions. Believing a law and schedule producing 


_such results to be illegal and unconstitutional, 


some of the companies, including ours, sought 
and obtained from the Federal and State Courts 
temporary writs of injunction, staying the en- 
forcement of the schedule. 

Pending these suits the Commussioners, pro- 
ceeding, as they claimed the right to do, not- 
withstanding the injunction, under another 
Clause of the law, pubiished another schedule 
slightly modifying the first one. The change 
Was SO slight a3 to make no material difference, 
This schedule the courts refused to enjoin, 
though application therefor was made. ‘Thus 
the aiternative was presented of accepting the 
schedule as the limit of the rate that could be 
charged, or incurring the chance of the heavy 

‘nalties consequent on charging more, if the 
faries of the State should determine such charge 
to be unreasonably high. The lutter alternative 
it was not deemed wise to accept. To avoid it this 
company, under protest, put that schedure into 
operation and today, by torce of this legisiation, 
we are doing business under a schedule of rates 
which reduces the income from business local to 
Iowa over W per centum, and which, if applied 
to the whole tonnage, would absorb all divi- 
dends. In other States legislation of a char- 
acter generally similar has been enacted, and it 
is natural to expect that the people of Nebraska, 
Kansas, and Colorado will demand at least as 
low rates as their neighborsin lowa. Then, as 
the through rate cannot well be greater than the 
sum of all the locals, it may be anticipated that 
the inter-State rate will be likewise reduced. 

It is apparent from what has been said that the 
National and State Governments are working at 
cross purposes. The former seeks to abolish ali 
competition and preferences; the latter to re- 
store by indirection the special rates and pref- 
erences so long enjoyed by jobbers and manu- 
facturers. This being true, it wiil continuaily 
occur that any action taken by one will have an 
immediate effect on whatisdone by the other. 
While reductions in inter-State rates, forced 
upon this company by the competition of lake, 
canal, and seaboard lines,we may expect, will be 
followed at ence by reductions in the State rate 
in order to maintain the relation supposed to be 
necessary to the weifare of the jobbers and man- 
ufacturers in lowa. 


The Demand for a Division of Traffic. 

The General Managers of the lines interested 
in the live steck and grain traffic from Kansas 
City to Chicago met yesterday in the office of 
Chairman Walker of the Inter-State Commerce 
Railway Association and presented arguments 


before the Executive Board of the Associa - 


tion in regard to the demand of the 
Chicago & Alton that the Executive Board make 
@ division of live stock and grain traffic from 
Kansas City to Chicago in accordance with the 
provisions of Sec. 17 of the Inter-State Commerce 
Railway Association, which_provides that * the 
Executive Board shall, from time to 
time, on the application in writing of an 
accredited representative of any company 
the President of which is a member of this usso- 
ciation, take such steps after full hearing of all 
parties in interest as may be proper, requisite, 
and iegal to secure to each cOmpany its share of 
‘the competitive traffic.” « 

Mr, Chappell of the Alton gave the reasons 
for the demand made by his company. 
He said his company haa the short line between 
Chicago and Kansas City, and had former! 
carried the bulk of the live s.ock and grain traf- 
fic between those points. Since the organiza- 
tion of the Inter-State Commerce Railway Asso- 
ciation it had lost most of that business because 
it maintained the rates whule some of its com- 
petitors did not. The Milwaukee & St. Paul 
by resorting to illegitimate practices had man- 
aged to get away with the bulk of 
the live-stock business. He was prepared to 
prove his charges. The Missouri Pacific by ma- 
nipulation of rates had manugedto divert most 
of the grain traffic from Kansas City. His com- 
pany had entered the agreement in good faith, 
and could not remaip' a party to it un- 
less its provisions were strictly en- 
forced. Under paragraph 17 of the agreement 
his company demanded an equalization of busi- 
ness, believing that it ¥ is enacted to cover just 
such cases as now presented by his company. 

The representatives of the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul disputed the assertions made by Mr.. Chap- 
pell, They claimed to have acted in good faith and 
to have secured the business by fair means. They 
could prove thatthe loss of business by the Al- 
ton was due to legitimate causes. The Alton, 
they said, ought not to throw mud. They could 
prove thatit had at various times offered and 
granted special rates to shippers. Mr. Chappell 
emphatically denied the truth of the assertions 
made by the St. Paul pcople.. The discus- 
sion became unusually animated, and 
expressions that would not look well in print 
were used. Arguments were made by oflicials of 
other roads for and against the proposition, but 
none disputed the power of the board to make a 
division if it could legaliy be done. The St. 
Paul people said ifad‘vision was made it must 
be made on all traffic and not only‘on grain and 
“~_ stock, 

t now rests with the Executive Board t 

in the matter, It is hard to see how it can Legally 
divide the traffic. It has no percentages upon 
which to base a division of traffic, and it would 
hardly dare to assume the night to fix percent- 
ages for the various roads. The issue, it is be- 
lieved, has been presented by the Alton to show 
that the “gentlemen's agreement” is a fraud 
and delusion and that its provisions cannot be 
enforced. This will give itthe desired oOpportu- 
nity to withdraw from the association.

Another Claim Against the Estate of 
Elijah S. Alexander. 

Another claim against the estate of the lato 
Elijah S. Alexander was taken under advise- 
ment by Judge Clifford yesterday. Itis made by 
@ brother, Charles E. Alexander of Brattieboro, 
Vt., who says that Elijah gave him instructions 
to care for an invalid brother, Henry 8., and 
send the bills to Elijah. Henry died a few 
months ago, and Charles presented to the estate 
a bill in which $1,500 was charged for personal 
attendance and enough for medical attendance, 
nursing, medicines. and burial expenses to swell 
the total to. $3,396. Asimilar claim was made 
against the estate by a sister, Miss Serotia Alex- 
ander, who says that Elijah requested her to 
care for their aged mother and father. She 
spent twenty years of her life in this work and 
refused several offers of marriage. She recov- 
ered judgment for $25,000 a short time ago. The 
estate is valued at about 200,000 and Elijah's 
widow is the only heir. She is also defendant in 
another novel suit, in which Mrs. Josephine 
Waldron, a resident of a fashionable quarter on 
Michigan avenue, sued the widow for heavy 
damages tor alienating the affections of Mrs. 


Waldron’s husband. 

Judge Clifford, late in the afternoon, decided 
in favor of the plaintiff and entered judgment 
against the estate for $2,409. 

J. Frank Waldo, the artist, told Judge Antho- 
ny and a jury yesterday that Sheriff Matson had 
unjustly seized eight valuable paintings which 
belonged to him. Mr. Waldo said the paintings, 
which were the product of Frank Bromley’s 
brush, had been purchased by him from Brom 
ley, and to prove hig assertion ke produced a bill 
of sale for $500, He said they had been seized by 
the Sheriff on a judgment against Bromley in 
favor of Dr. Van Zandt. Arthur S. Jennings was 
called as a witness, and said that he, desiring to 
purchase some of Bromley’s paintings, called on 
Mr. Waldo, who said that Mr. Bromley was in 
retirement, not wishing to endanger his delicate 
health by contact with clamoring creditors. He 
would not tell where Mr. Bromley was, but 
would send for some pictures from which Mr. 
Jennings could make selections. But the Sheriff 
got there before Mr. Jennings came back. The 
jury decided that the Sheriff hada right to the 
property on the replevin writ. Mr. Waldo’s at- 
torneys asked for a new trial, 

The jury in the suit brought by Edward S. 
Richards against the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern Railroad Com pany for $300.000 for breach 
of contract was out all Tuesday night, and, fail- 
ing to agree, was, discharged by Judge Clifford 
yesterday. Mr. Richardsis the surviving ,.mem- 
ber of the firm of Richards, Maynard &'Co., and 
says that in 1884 his firm made a4 contract with 
the Lake Shore Company to build a transfer 
house at Englewood through which the railway 
company agreed to transfer all grain and seed 
for shipment to other roads, paying the firm an 
agreed price per car for the service. ‘The trans- 
fer house was built, but, Mr. Richards says, the 
railway company soon violated the contract, 
which was to remain in force until Jan, 2, 1894, 
and failed to transfer more grain through his 
house. He sued for $300,000, which sum he said 
he would have made outof the contract on the 
basis of 18,000 cars a year for ten years, this 
being a fair estimate of the business to be rea- 
sonably expected, 

A confession of judgment for $1,501.92 was en- 
tered up in the Superior Court yesterday after- 
noon against Edward O. Chaney in favor of 
Maria Collins. The defendant is a dealer in 
boots, shoes. and gentiemen’s furnishing goods 
in Ravenswood, Soon after the entry of the 
judgment Chaney made a voluntary assignment 
to George A. Dupuy. The assets are said to be 
about $3,800 and the liabilities about the same. 
Siack business and slow collections are said to 
be the cause of the failure. 

Joseph L. Wilson was appointed by Judge 
Tuley receiver for the livery firm of Koupal & 
Hubeny at Nos. 113 and115 Fullerton avenue. 
Koupai has sued Hubeny for an accounting. Tae

Yesterday Duluth wired news of « good demand 
for cash wheat there, and Milwaukee repo 
the sale of 75,000 bu straight No. 2 for export. 

New York reports 72,000 bu wheat and 144,000 
bu corn taken for export, and the exports of the 
previous day included 42,000 pkgs flour. The 
quantity of wheat and flour on ocean passage to 
Kuropean markets deceased 960,000 bu during 
last week, and corn increased 400,000 bu. 

The Kansas City Board of Trade is reported to 
have ‘got mad’’ at their brethren in Chicago 
and refused to sendany more news of a commer- 
cial character ‘‘except in exchange for courte 
sies."’ It is fair to presume that traders in prod- 
uce in this city can get along without the infor- 
mation, but not a few of their number think the 
step by which the peoplé on the Kaw have been 
displeased was unwisely taken. It is remarked 
here, however, that the latter know well enough 
the object of the action, and would scarcely take 
offense atitif they sympathized with the effort 
to put down the bucket shops, or rather to cutoff 
the supply of meat on which they feed and have 
grown so great. 

A Chicago firm received from Antwerp a lim- 
ited order to ship acargo of No. 3 wheat. The 
attempt to buy from a man who hoids a lot of it 
in warehouse was met by an offer to sell it at 
the same price as No. 2 for this month—nothing 
less. Of course the wheat was hot purchased. 
But the fact shows how strongly some men are 
holding wheat in spite of the recent drop in the 
market. And it now looks as if the entire stock 
in Chicago will be wanted before the arrival of 
new, though Kansas promises to send some 
early in next month. If it does not go out it will 
be because of holding it too high avove the heads 
of intending shippers,
